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TAK REDUCTION 
DEMAND 1S CITED 
IN MELLON TALK 


Treasury Secretary Says 
Much To Be Done Yet. 
Revenue Increase Neces- 
sary Before Cut. 


Washington, March 30.—(United 
News.)—Secretary Mellon expressed 
sympathy with the demand for a fur- 
ther reduction of taxes on earned in- 
comes, in a radio speech tonight. 

Citing tax reductions during his 
administration, Mellon said, “There 
is still much that can be done and 
should be done when revenues show 
sufficient permanent increase. At 
present there is a growing demand for 
further reductions in taxes on earned 
incomes, 

“It is a position with which I have 


always been in sympathy, as is evi-. 


denced by the recommendations which 
the treasury made to Congress as 
long ago as November, 1923.” 

“The treasury is still of this opin- 
ion and will be glad to ‘see these 


principles still further carried into 
law whenever revenues justify such 
action.” 

Another place where progress can 
be made, Mellon said, is in administer- 
ing the income tax laws which are 
now criticized as unduly complicated. 
The real opportunity for improvement 
in this direction, Mellon said, lies in 
simplifying the administration of the 
tax laws. Progress made in this di- 
rection, Mellon added, is encouraging. 

Explaining treasury policies, Mellon 
said the fundamental principles are to 
maintain expenditures always withia 
to pay off the public debt 
and to levy the lowest tax consistent 
with the government's needs. 


Already Reduced. 


“Already taxes have been reduced 
to peace-time levels,” he said. “Over 
two million individuals in the lower 
brackets have been “%elieved of all lia- 
bility for federal income taxes, and 
the substitution of moderate rates for 
excessive ones has beenfitted all along 
the line.” 


Turning to fax refunds, Mellon de- 


fended the treasury from charges of | 


returning excessive sums to large tax- 
payers. Since 1917, he said, the in- 
ternal revenue bureau has collected 
$39,000,000,000 and has assessed more 
than four billions in back taxes while 
refunding less than one billion. 

Tax credits and abatements allow- 
ed by the bureau, however, have ag- 
gregated nearly two billions since 
1922, Mellon said. He characterized 
this as a record of efficiency hard to 
equal,

An upper bridge which he had 
removed from Miss NSmith’s* mouth 
also fitted perféctly in the dead girl’s 
mouth. Other dental work also was 
identified by Dr. Wood. 

An autopsy was performed imme- 
diately after the identification was 
made. Dr. Frederick D. Jones, medi- 
cal examiner, gave the cause of death 
as “drowning, sustained under cir- 
cumstances undetermined.” The par- 
ents of Miss Smith ordered the body 
removed to New York. 

Miss Smith disappeared from Smith 
college at Northampton on January 
13, 1928, and a wide search had been 
conducted for her. Her father, St. 
John Smith. of New York, is a 
wealthy retired broker.

The federal steam roller yesterday 
rolled back the Mexican rebel forces 
in the state of Chihuahua another 
step with a reported clash at Corra- 
lites, a short distance south of Jime- 


General Juan A. Almazan informed 
Mexico City that his advance cavalry 
had forced the retreatmg insurgents 
to leave “numerous dead and wound- 
ed in the field.’ From these reports 
it appeared that the southward ad- 
vance of Rebel General Escobar Fri- 
day had been suddenly reversed at 
Rellano at sunrise yesterday, but the 
cause was not apparent, for the fed- 
erals occupied that town without re- 
sistance, : 

Five regiments of insurgents, prob- 
ably about 1,500 men, had opposed 
the federal cavalry while,the main 
force continued to withdraw -north- 
ward on ten troop trdins. 

The situation at Naco, near the 
Arizona border, still simmered with- 
out reaching the boiling point of at- 
tack. The superior insurgent force 
rested on its arms within sight of the 
town while the federal defenders clung 
to their entrenchments. Airplanes 
were prepared to support the defense 
of the town. 


FEDERAL CAVALRY 
KILLS MANY REBELS. 

Mexico City, March 380.—(A)—Na- 
tional headquarters tonight announced 
that “many rebels were killed and 


wounded” in a eavalry engagement 
near Corratitos, south of Jimenez, The 
rebel horsemen were said to have been 
driven back toward their main army. 

Secretary of War Calles had tele- 
graphed the president that the exact 
number of rebel casualties was as yet 
unknown because the battle field had 
not been cleared. The rebels were led 
by General Francisco Urbalejo and 
General Amacleto Lopez commanded 
the federals. 

The government also declared that 
Rebel General Gonzalo Escobar had 
retreated with his entire army during 
the day. 

Escobar in Retreat. 


General Calles had simply relayed 
here the report sent him by General 
Juan A. Almazan, who is ‘in direct 
command of the federal army in the 
north. 

“IT have the honor-to inform you 
that General Escobar moved all of his 
troops last night to Rellano,” the re- 
said. ‘But at sunrise today, 
with the hesitation that always accom- 


treated with’ his infantry aboard ten 


When we advanced on 
Rellano early today to start the at- 
tack we found nobody there. 

“IT ordered General Anacleto Lopez. 
who commanded our advance cavalry. 
to follow the rebels rapidly. He did 
this and made contact with rebel 
cavalry near Corralitos, and after a 
short fight forced them to retreat 
westward in full disbandment, leaving 
numerous déad and wounded in the 
field.” 

The report did not give the num- 
ber of insurgents engaged, but if five 
rebel regiments listed in it were at 
normal strength their number would 
have beef 1,750. 

The’ Evening Communique also an- 
nounced that four federal airplanes, 
under command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Pablo Sidar, had reached Mazatlan. 


REBEL ENTRY 
PROMISES SAFETY. 

Washington, March 30.—(4)—Ger- 
zayn Ugarte, newly appointed high 
commissioner of the Mexican revolu- 
tionary party to the United.

GEORGIA FARMERS 
INGREASE AGREAGE 
FOR MINOR CROPS 


U. S. Bureau’s Estimate 

Shows Wider Planting 
of Oats and Hay and 
Winter Wheat. 


Georgia farmers in 1928 will in- 
crease their acreage of oats, sweet po- 


‘tatoes, tame hay and winter wheat ; 


will decrease acreage of Irish ‘pota- 
toes and tobacco and will plant. this 
year about the “same numbers of 
acres of corn and peanuts according 
to figures made. public Saturday by 
the bureau of agricultural economics 
of the United States department of 
agriculture. ; 

The “estimated cotton acreage for 
Georgia is not contained in the state- 
ment as legislation specifically prohi- 
bits reports of intention to plant on 
this crop. Information obtained at 
the state department of agriculture 
was to the effect that it is prebable 
that there will be an increase in acre- 
age over 1928 buf this statement was 
qualified to the extent that it was 
declared there is no way, at this time, 


to obtained definite and accurate in- 
formation as to the number of acres 
to be planted. 

The estimate made by the bureau 
was prepared by the crop reportirng 
board and was based on reports re- 
ceived from 50,000 producers locat- 
ed in all sections of the country. 


Set Back By -Floods. 


Recent flood damage in Georgia 
had the effect of “setting back” the 
planting about three weeks but wheth- 
er or not this will reduce the ulti- 
mate crops cannot be stated at pres- 
ent with any degree of accuracy ac- 
cording to the state department of 
agriculture. 

Corn is one of the major crops of 
Georgia and in 1928 the acreage was 
3,620,000. The estimate for this year 
is the same. 

The cotton acreage in 1928 was 3,- 
zag 000 as compared to 3,415,000 in 

In 1928 Georgia planted 265,000 
acres of oats and the estimate based 
on intention of planting for 1929 is 
358,000 acres. | 

Potato Decrease Slight. 


The government report also gives 
figures on barley, rice, flaxseed and 
grain sorghums none of which is 
grown as a major crop in Georgia 
sugar cane is one of the big crops in 
this’ state but’ the government gives 
no figures on this crop. 

The decrease in Irish potatoes will 
be slight, the 1928 crop consisting of 
22,000 acres as compared to 21,000 
acres estimated for this year. 

Sweet potatoes will jump from 119,- 
000 acres in 1928 to 125,000 acres jn 
1929. 

Georgia’s tobacco acreage will -show 
its first decrease this year since the 
crop first was grown as a major crop 
in this state. This year the estimat- 
el acreage is 106,400 as compared 
to 122,300 in 1928, the largest 
amount of acreage ever planted in 
Georgia. In 1927 the number of 
acres was 81.500 and in 1926 the 
uumber was 51,900 acres. 

Whe peanut acreage this year will 
he 350,000 acres which is about the 
same number of acres devoted to this 
erop in 1929. This also is a steadily 
increasing crop in Georgia, 304,000 
aeres being planted in’ 1927 and 211,- 
000 acres in 1926. 

Big Hay Increase. 


The hay acreage in 1929 will jump’ 


te 832,000 acres as compared to 792,- 
900 in 1928. 

Winter wheat is being grown on 
rather an extensive scale in Georgia. 
The acreage this year will be 106,000 
as ‘compared to 94,000 in- 1928. 

The summary of the intentions to 
plant reports for the entire country 
which can be compared with the con- 
ditions in Georgia is as follows: 

Farmers of the United States are 
planning about the usual crop acre 
ages for 1929, according to the re- 
port on planting intentions issued by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. The acreages of fall-sown 
wheat and rye, early planted crops. 
and meadows now standing, combined 
with the intended acreages of spring- 
sown crops, indicate total acreage for 
the principal crops, except cotton, of 
1.9 per cent above the combined acre- 
ages of the same erops grown in 
1928. Contemplated increases’ are 
largest in Ohio valley states, where 
uereages were reduced Iast year by 
winter-killing of wheat and unfavor- 
able spring planting weather, and in 
South Dakota, Colorado, and 
Mexico, where failuré from drouth 
was material last year. As interfer- 
ence with planting from 
weather ,and losses from 
drouth or other ¢anses cannot 
nsually somewhat below those 
tended in the spring.

Washington, March 35.—(4)—Re- 
forestation of low grade farm lands 
at the expense of the federal govern- 
ment was advanced today by G. F. 
Holsinger, president of the Virginia 
Farm Bureau Federation, as a means 
of curtailing excess farm production.

s eason Closed During 
Spring While Game Fish 
_ Spawn in Winter.

Muddy waters of flood time 
are leaving the branches and 
creeks of north Georgia and the 
mountain laurel will soon burst 
the bors of. its winter lethargy. 
The time will soon come when 
its flowers will carpet the 
mountain sides, with their deli- 
cate pink and white. The bees 
are humming about the early 
flowers and down in the val- 
leys the trout are darting from 
deep pools to shallows in 
search of spring food. Therein 


lies our tale. 
To every sportsman has felt 


the tug of a trout on the tip of a four- 
ounce fly rod there comes a time every 
spring when his 
work lies idle on 
the desk and his 
theughts leave the 
mundane things of 
business to solve 
the problems of dry 
flies, hackles and 
leaders. That sea- 
son is at hand, and 
if it weren't for 
one little item the 
mountain streams 
of north Georgia 
would soon hear 
the swish of fly rod 
and the splash of 


boots. 
But, alas. The 
hand of man has 
marred the picture. A perusal of the 
county game laws shows that out of 
some 25 north Georgia counties where 
rainbow trout abound in the streams, 
hardly a half dozen will allow fishing 
during the three spring months. Some 
of them started the closed season in 
March and others start next week but 
practically all of them prohibit fishing 
during the three months in the spring 
when rainbow are biting best. All of 
which is certainly stupid if the coun- 
ties want to protect the game fish in 
their streams—which is purported to 
be the object of most game laws. 


To paraphrase a famous say- 
ing. “if the foregoing statement be 
treason, make the most of it.” 
The rainbow trout, which is the 
chief game fish of most of the 
counties referred to, is a fall 
spawner and should be protected 
from about the first day of Oc- 
tober through the winter months 
until about the first of the year. 
Their spawning period varies 
greatly with varying water condi- 
tions but NO RAINBOW 
SPAWNS IN THE SPRING. 
The red-spotted trout spawn a bit 
“earlier than the rainbow and the 
closed seasons during the spring 
months certainly will not protect 
them.

Chicago, March 30.—(AP) 
Forty high school baskethall 
teams—the pick of the na- 
tion’s best—start their quest 
for national honors Tuesday in 
the University of Chicago’s 
eleventh interscholastic tour- 
ney. 

Thirty-three states are sending their 
champions and near-champions into 


the battle which terminates Saturday 
night. Twenty-nine of the teams are 
state champions, four were runners- 
up, three won interstate tournaments, 
one was an interstate tourney runner- 
up and two are Chicago district title- 
holders. 


Ashland Again Enters. 


Ashland, Ky., the defending cham- 
pion, completes the most representa- 
tive entry list in the tournament’s 
history, The national titleholders lost 
out in the semi-final round of the 
Kentucky state tournament but were 
invited to compete.

Pyle Declares He Is Cer- 
tain of Making Money. 
100 Runners Ready. 


BY BRIAN BELL. 


New York, March 30.—(/)—Most 
of the people of the United States 
who have given any thought to C. 
C. Pyle’s 80-day transcontinental race, 
starting tomorrow, may laugh at it, 
but more than 100 persons take it 
seriously. The runners, approximate- 
ly 100, and Mr. Pyle see nothing fun- 
ny about the second of a series of 
spring and summer jaunts on foot 
from coast to coast. 

An air of the utmost seriousness 
prevailed at the intensely active head- 
quarters of the bunion derby today 
as last minutes odds and ends were 
picked up preparatory to the start, 
as a rival to the Easter fashion pa- 
rade, at 3 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, 
“rain or shine.” The getaway is from 
Columbus circle with Elizabeth, N. J., 
the first control point after a crossing 
of the Hudson by ferry. 

Rain Has No Effect. 


The chill rain of the afternoon 
failed to dampen the ardor of the 
workers at headquarters as Mr. Pyle 
announced that the weather was un- 
pleasant but unimportant and that 
the trek would start promptly regard- 
less of the elements. None of the 
Pyle aids who looked so indifferently 
at the falling rain will do any run- 
ning in this derby. 


A red-headed stenographer declared: 


that the place was “a mad house” as 
she steered two belated entrants into’ 
the box office where they were re- 
lieved of entry fees of $200 each and 
told how they could get it back by 
winning part of the prize money of 
$60,000 at Los Angeles in mid-June. 

One of the late comers, a Finn, 
seemed likely material for the sprints 
but Jacking the rugged characteristics 
associated with a day by day mara- 
thon over a stretch of nearly three 
months. 

“Can you run?” he was asked. The 
reply was instant and filled witb na- 
tional pride; “all Finns can run.”

Pyle Optimistic. 

Mr. Pyle, who wrote his last bun- 
ion memoirs in red ink. has no 
financial disaster 
will attend the second venture.

The show alone, 
said Mr. Pyle, will cost $800 a day, 
including transportation. 

The caravan leaving tomorrow will 
include 300 persons, 100 of them on 
foot, and 100 trucks and automohiles. 
Thirty-eight of the contestants have 
come back for more after a year in 
which to think it over, for they were 
in the race last year. Nineteen na- 
tionalities are represented and the 
men who finished second, third, fourth 
and fifth in 1928 will be trying to bet- 
ter their records.

DAY IN FINANCE 
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Mellon Statement Taken To 
Mean Stocks Selling Too High; 
Not Bonds Are Better Invest- 
ment, By Wall Street. 


New York, March 30.—A week ago 
it was pointed out in this column that 
informed Wall Street believed the re- 
cent statement by Secretary Mellon to 
the effect that the time had arrived 
when it was easier to buy good bonds 
than good stocks was more important 
for what it implied and did not say 
than for what it did say. Informed 
Wall Street understood Mr. Mellon to 
mean that some stocks were selling 
entirely too high. It also understood 
that the average trader in the stock 
market in and out of Wall Street had 
elected to ignore the stock market 
leadership of Mellon and follow other 
leadership which was making light of 
the credit situation and the warnings 
of federal reserve oificials and other 
recognized bankers such as Paul M. 


Warburg. Hence informed Wall Street | 
was not surprised at what happened | 


this week stock market wise. 

Many months ago Governor Young 
of the federal reserve board pointed 
out that the situation arising from 
the continued use of eredit in stock 
market speculation was becoming in- 
creasingly serious, adding that those 
who ignored the handwriling on the 
wall and got their fingers burned in 
the stock market would have = only 
themselves to blame. Apparenily that 
is what happened this week. 

From now on for a time at least. 
less is going to be heard-of a possible 
increase in the rediscouut rate. kor 
a time at least there is gving to he 
less need for an arivanee in the redis- 
count rate. What happened this week 
in the stock and money markets is 
no mystery. It was merely a _ repeti- 
tion on a larger scale of wh#t hap- 
pened in the year-end money squeeze 
on a large seale because of traders in 
the stock market since the beginning 
of this year continuing to ignore warn- 
ings by continuing to bring about an 
increase in brokers’ loans. 

Told Plain Story. 

As pointed out this week the fed- 
eral reserve bank here told a _ plain. 
unvarnished story iv its bulletin of 
February 1 of what happened in the 
year-end money squeeze. Half of the 
record-breaking outstanding brokers’ 
loans are now being made by corpora- 
tions and individuals. ‘The funds thus 
being used by the stock market were 
obtained by corporations and individ- 
vals through large earning power, 
throngh the sale of new securities 
and in stock market, 

Until :ecently funds available in 
the call money market for use in the 
stock market came from the banks. 
Today corporations and individuals 
are competing with the banks in lend- 
ing in the call money market. 

Every month-end. but especially 
January 1, April 1, July 1, October 1, 
the corporations to, meet interest and 
dividend payments must withdraw 
funds placed in the call money- mar- 
ket. The amount of money paid out 
now in interest and dividends on the 
big quarterly settlement days is -as 
much as was paid out in a whole year 
only a comparatively few years ago. 
With corporations employing surplus 
funds in the call money market in 
periods between interest and dividend 
payments naturally when funds are 
withdrawn from the call money mar- 
ket by corporations to meet coming 
interest and dividend payments there 
is a squeeze in the call money market 
such as oceurred thi# week.

WONDERS OF GEORGIA BEAUTY SPOT DESCRIBED 


“Swamp”; Is “Water Shed” 


BY JACK WILLIAMS,

Journal-Herald. 


Since the game refuge bill was sign- 
ed by President Coolidge and it has 
me a law the movement to 
aside the Okefenokee as a national 
reservation has taken on new life, and 
has also gained many additional sup- 
porters. Editors, senators, congress- 
men, naturalists and many other pub- 
lie-spirited citizens both in and out 
the state are actively supporting 
the project with zeal and enthusiasm. 
Instead of calling this great prime- 
val wilderness a “swamp” I think it 
should be designated as a “water 
shed,” since it is from 90 to 125 feet 
above the sea level, and in it two riv- 
ers take their rise within a few 
miles of each other. One flows north 
and empties into the Atlantic ocean; 
the other flows south and empties into 
the Gulf of Mexico. The rivers re- 
ferred to are the Suwanee, famous in 
song and story, and _ the beautiful 
winding St. Marys. The latter serves 
as a dividing line between Georgia 
and Florida. 

The Okefenokee lies in southeast 
Georgia and northeast Florida and 
has never been fully explored. It cov- 
ers about 660 square miles and 
from 35 to 70 miles from the coast. 
Within this vast domain there are 21 
principal islands, These islands are 
for the most part covered with a thick 
growth of trees common to ‘this cli- 
mate, principally pine, cypress, gum, 
oak, bay* and magnolia. 

Picturesque Names. 
Among the Yarger islands are Bil- 
ly's. Floyd's, Honey Bee, Serub, 
Jack's, Cow House, Wax, Rowell’s

There are also a number of open 
bodies of water, known as lakes, most 
of which are channel tributaries to 
the Suwanee river. Over mtich of the 
swamp the water is too shallow in 
dry seasons for boating and the muck 
is too soft to walk on. 

-The Okefenokee is in a class by {t- 
eelf, As already stated the word 
sWainp applied to it is incorrect and 
misleading. While the outskirts of this 
great wilderness and the western por- 
tion fulfill the generally accepted idea 
of a swamp, the greater portion of 
the interior is so entirely different 
that no one word can adequately de- 
scribe it. Wide spaces are filled with 
aquatic plants growing so thickly as 
to present the appearance of a_ tidal] 
marsh. Water courses, from a few feet 
te a hundred vards wide, wind their 
almost currentiess way across the 
watery plain. Here and there a_ tus- 
seck crowned with shrubs and small 
trees rises above the green level of 
the terrain, while the horizon is fring- 
ed with ancient eypress trees, every 
limb draped with long beards of gray 
moss. These are the seetions known as 
prairies, 

Flowers in Profusion. 

Flowers grow’ in rich’ profusion 
throughout the swamp. Vast scores of 
ferns may be seen in one body. Lil- 
jes creep up throught the scum -and 
muck, of such coloring as one seldom 
sees. The fragrant odors from the bay, 
magnolia, tupelo, wild yellow jasamine 
and other flowers are only rivaled by 
the orange groves of sunny Florida. 

The boat trials through which the 
Oketenokee is entered from the east 
are choked with a most luxuriant 
growth of aquatic vegetation. Pickerel 
weed, water lilies, fire leaf are among 
the plants and flowers that float on 
the sluggish surface or emerge above 
it. The channels of the water courses, 
while well defined, show no banks 
when the water level is normal. but 
ure lined with masses of sphagum 
moss mixed with other vegetation 


which present the appearance of solid | 
the | 


ground, but which sinks under 
weight of any one who trusts himself 
upon them, rising again when the 
weight is removed. A pole trust into 
these floating masses will cause them 
to quiver for a considerable distance 
from where the impulse is given, thus 
illustrating the derivation of the name 
the region bears from the Indian 
Swords “ouga fenouka”’ trembling 
earth.

Among the in- 
teresting collection are the great sand- 
hill crane, heron, American plumed 
egret, nine species ot wild duck, the 
cormorant or water turkey, Indian 
pullet, baid-headed gannet and many 
of the smaller birds common to this 
section, such as quail, snipe, plover.

government. Of eourse, the fascists 
do not put the matter in just this 
way. They are at great pains to 
explain that this is a wholly new 
kind of parliament, The old, and to 
their eyes antiquated, system of choos- 
ing representatives on a territorial ba- 
sis has been abandoned. Instead of 
representing a particular district, with 
all its conflicting economic interests, 
the newly elected deputies represent 
specific economic interests for the 
whole country. 

The disinterested student of politics 
is apt to exclaim at once that this is 
merely a new version of the Russian 
soviet system—that is, he would so 
exclaim, provided he were not in Italy. 
Outside her charmed and charming 
borders he would go on to point out 
other similarities in the methods of 
Rome and Moscow. 

Of course, the government does not 
name the candidates in either case. 
That would be absurd. The Italian 
candiates were all named by the eco- 
homie syndicates or  corperations 


which are the basis of the new fascist | 


“corporative state.’ The government 
merely controls the corporations, 

Then the people have the right to 
vote. We are assured by Italian cor- 
respondents that this right was not 
hampered in any way and that no 
attempt was made to intimidate the 
voters. They were perfectly free to 
vote for the candidates so nominated, 
or to vote against them. 

They could not vote for other candi- 
dates. That would not do at all. For 
that savors of democracy and as is 
well knewn, Mr. Mussolini has found 
democracy unsatisfactory, The voters

down because he was of the opinion 
that he had a right to repel the in- 
vasion of his domicile. 

The approval of this horrible mur- 
der by Dr. Clarence True Wilson, ‘sec- 
retary of the National Board of Pro- 
hibition, was not unexpected, but his 
opinion should be regarded merely as 
that of a man who in the pursuit of 
a hobby had allowed his mind to be- 
come immune to reason. This man 
does not represent the best thought of 
the intelligent citizenry. 

How long shall fanaticism be allow- 
ed to reign unrestrained throughout 
the United States? 

As a matter of fact and law. no 
officer is justified in shooting at a 
person except in self-defense, unless 
a legal reward has been offered for 
that person dead or alive. It is not 
a violation of any written law for a 
person to attempt to escape from an 
officer, or refuse to “halt” in com- 
plianee with a command, and when a 
sheriff, deputy sheriff or prohibition 
enforcement agent shoots at a_per- 
son without legal ground and kills 
him, he is guilty of murder—a mur- 
derer in the estimation of the law 
and in the sight of God.

It would seem,that if the state of 
Florida realizes that it is burdened 
with too many counties, surely. we in 
Georgia may give the matter serious 
consideration. It is of interest to 
point out certain facts; the area of 
Georgia is 59,475 square miles: the 
area of Florida is 58,680 square miles. 
Georgia has 161 connties with an 
average area of 370 square miles per 
county; Florida 67 counties with an 
average area of S76 square miles per 
county. Accurate census figures as 
of present date are not available, but 
it is probable that the pdpulation of 
Georgia, now about 3,200,000, is dou- 
ble that of Florida. 

In the days of horse-drawn vehicles 
when a visit to the county seat from 
a remote section required many hours 
on the road there may have been a 
real need for smaller counties, but now 
when practically every family in the 
state has an automobile and a ride of 
30 miles can be made in about one 
hour there is no practical, economic 
reason for so many small counties. 

May I take the liberty of express- 
ing the earnest wish that the move- 
ment you have so long urged may 
bring positive results to the over-bur- 
dened taxpayers?

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This collection of letters, together 
with the log of Nelson's flag- 
ship Victory, during the yea?ts when 
he was blockading Toulon, with lIet- 
ters to his flag captains and official 
orders, written in his own hand, is 
known as the Joseph Husband col- 
lection. Through the generosity of 
Mr. Husband and of a few other 
Harvard alumni, this valuable collec- 
tion is now the property of the uni- 
versity, where historical experts of 
this period of English history are now 
studying them. 

The total collection of letters num- 
bers almost 200, and all are in the 
original handwriting. Many of them 
have never been published and were 
unknéwn to historians. Until the 
scholars at Harvard have had time 
to study the new acquisitions, many 
interesting points in the lives of these 
three romantic figures cannot be 
fully revealed. But as samples of 
the collection, to illustrate their im- 
portance and general character, the 
Harvard library authorities selected 
seven of the letters and made their 
contents public. yesterday, together 
with a will of Lady Hamilton’s writ- 
ten in October, 1808. 

Letter to Sir William. 


The first of these letters was writ- 
ten by Nelson on August 31, 1794, 
to Sir William Hamilton. Nelson wa’ 
then in command of the ship Aga- 
memnon of the English Mediterra- 
nean fleet. In September of the pre- 
vious year he had made the acquaint- 
ance of the Hamiltons at Naples. Sir 
William was then the English plen- 
ipoteutiary extraordinary at the 
eourt of Ferdinand IV, and two years 
before had married his mistress, the 
notorious Emma Lyon, who had _ be- 
come the intimate friend and adviser 
of Queen Maria Carolina. 


The letter is considered important 
as offering apparent corroboration 
to the belief of many historians that 
the love affair between Nelson and 
Lady Emma did not begin with his 
first visit to Naples. It is formal in 
style and seems to give evidence that 
he was not intimate with the Hamil- 
tons at the time. The closing of the 
letter reads as follows: 

“T should have been glad to have 
paid my personal respects to yourself 
and Lady Hamilton had the state of 
the Agamemnon allowed it, but her 
ship’s crew are so totally wern out 
that we were glad to get into the 
first port to endeavor to _ restore 
them, therefore for the present I am 
deprived of that pleasure. With re- 
spectful compliments to Lady Hamil- 
ton, Believe me Dear Sir, Your Most 
obliged and Very Faithful Servant, 
Horatio Nelson.” 

This letter is also important in the 
fact that it was written in Nelson’s 
right-hand script. Following the at- 
tack of the Theseus on Santa Cruz de 
Teneriffe in July, 1797, and the loss 
of his right arm by amputation, he 
learned to write with his left hand. 
His left-handed script, however, was 
always unformed and nearly illegi- 
ble, as he never attained any pro- 
ficiency. 

Nelson returned to Naples in Sep- 
tember, 1798, after his great victory 
in the Battle of the Nile, and for the 
next. two years was a virtual tool in 
the hands of the queen. and Lady 
Emma, for whom his ‘fatal passion” 
was then at its height. In 1800 Sir 
William Hamilton, then 70 years old 
and in ill health, was recalled to Eng- 
land, and the three traveled home to- 
gether, with Lady Emma as the open- 
ly acknowledged mistress of Nelson. 

Signed “Nelson of the Nile.” 

They arrived in England on Novem- 
ber 6, 1800, and 12 days later the 
second of the letters made public was 
written. It was penned from Dover 
street, where Lord and Lady Nelson 
were living at the time. It is a very 
brief letter, addressed to the Rev. 
Dixon Hoste, and is of importance 
chiefly for its signature: ‘“‘Nelson of 
the Nile.” 

The growing estrangement between 
Lord and Lady Nelson, due to his 
affair with Lady Emma, ¢gulminated 
on January 13, 1801, when she left 
him. Twoweeks later, Hloratia Nel- 
son, the child of Nelson and Lady 
Kmma, was born. In a letter he wrote 
Lady Emma on March 1 Nelson gave 
full vent to his passion and joy. 

“Nov, my dear wife, for such you 
are in my eves and in the face of 
heaven, I can give full scope to my 
feelings, for I dare say Oliver will 
faithfully deliver this letter.” he 
wrote. “You know, my dearest Emma, 
that there is nothing in this world 
that I would not do for us to live to- 
gether, and to have our dear little 
child with us. love, never did 
love any one else. I never had a dear 
pledge of our love till you gave me 
one, and you, thank my God, never 
gave one to anybody else. 

“[ think before March is out you 
will either see us back. or so vic-

torious that we shall insure a glori- 


ous issue to our toils. ‘Think what 
my Emma will feel at seeing return 
safe, perhaps with a little more fame, 
her own dear loving Nelson.” 

On the next day he added a post- 
script: “Kiss and bless our dear Ho- 
ratia, think of that.” 

A puzzling point in this letter is 
Nelson’s expressed belief that Hora- 
tio was Lady Emma’s first child, 


whereas all historians are agreed that 
Emma had several illegitimate chil- 
dren even before she met Sir William 
Hamilton. 

His Prophecy Fulfilled. 

The reference to leaving and a vic- 
torious return is concerned with his 
impending departure for Denmark to 
engage the Danish fleet én battle. A 
short while previously Nelson had 
been made vice admiral. His prophecy 
of victory was fulfilled when on April 
2 he won the Battle of Copenhagen. 

Another of the letters was also 
written just before he sailed for Den- 
mark, on March 2, 1801. He tells 
Lady Emma how sorry he is to leave 
her, and says: “Damn all those that 
would make you false, but I know 
you will be true and faithfal.” Later 
in the letter he says: “My mind is 
fixed that if ever the damned fellow 
is admitted into your company then! 
your Nelsen is rejected, and I would} 
sooner believe the world to be at an 
end this week.” 

It was well known at the time that 
Nelson was jealous of the Prince of 
Wales (later George IV), and it is 
possible the uncomplimentary refer- 
ences may have been to him. 

In the summer of 1801 Nelson re- 
turned to England, and in the next 
two years of peace lived with the 
Hamiltons at Merton. The next of 
the letters made public was written 
during thgt period, and is notewor- 
thy chiefly because it carries the 
handwriting of both Lord Nelson and 
Lady Hamilton on the same sheet of 


paper. The signature, “Nelson & 
Bronte,” is a reminder of the fact 
that in 1799 Ferdinand IV of Naples 
had created Nelson Duke of Bronte, 
in Sicily. 

The letter was written from Mer- 
ton on October 13, 1802, and is ad- 
dressed to a Captain Foley, congrat- 
ulating him on his ‘recent marriage. 

Another of the letters. bears the 
handwriting of both Sir William and 
Lady Emma, and is concerned with 
taking up new quarters. It was writ- 
ten early in 1808, shortly before Sir 
William died. Later in the year Nel- 
son was made commander-in-chief of 
the Mediterranean fleet and sailed on 
the flagship Victory te blockade the 
French fleet at Toulon. Napoleon was 
preparing for a great attack on Eng- 
land, but he needed command of the 
seas before he could accomplish this. 

A “Most Secret Memo.” 

The seventh of the documents pub- 
lished is a “most secret memo” writ- 
ten on March 11, 1805, from the Vic- 
tory by Nelson to Captain Bayntun, 
in command of the ship Leviathan. I[t 
contains orders as to the disposition 
of .the various ships conducting the 
blockade. This document is of great 
historical importance, because it was 
in the ensuing shift of the vessel 
that Villeneuve succeeded in running 
the blockade and the famous pursuit 
by Nelson across the Atlantic and 
back. It was to end in the Battle 
of Trafalgar and Nelson’s death in 
the midst of his greatest victory. 

The last document is also of great 
historic value. It is the will, until 
recently believed destroyed, which 
was written by Lady Hamilton in Oc- 
tober, 1808, three years after Nelson's 


passage : 

“If I can be buried in 
should be very happy to be near the 
glorious Nelson whom I loved and 
admired, and as once Sir William, Nel- 
son and myself bad agreed we should 
all be buried near each other if the 
king had granted him a public funeral 
this would have been that three per- 
sons who were so much attached to 
each other from virtue and friend- 
ship should have been laid in one 
grave when they quitted this ill- 
natured, slanderous world. But ‘tis | 
past and in Heaven I hope we shail 
meet if I am _ not permitted to be; 
buried in St. Paul’s let me be put 
where I shall be near by dear mother 
when she is called from this ungrate- 
ful world. 

“But I hope she will live and be 
a mother to Nelson’s child Horatia. 
I beg that Merton may be sold and 
all debts paid and whatever money 
shall be left after all debts are paid 
I give to my dear mother, and after 
her death, to. my dear Horatia Nel- 
son. 

The will then goes on to dispose of 
her possessions, which were few, to 
her mother and Horatia, and pleads 
for protection for her daughter. It 
closes with a bitter reference to her 
cousin, Mary Ann Connor, who had 
tattled indiscreetly of KEmma’s his- 
tory and affairs. She accuses Ann 
of falsehood and ingratitude, and 
says: “As there is madness in the 
Connor family. I hope it is only the 
effect of this disorder that may have 
induced this bad young woman to 
have persecuted me by her slander 
and falsehoods.” 

It was not until seven years later 
that Lady Emma died in penury at 
Calais, where she had fled to escape 
her creditors. After her death Ho- 
ratia was taken care of by Nelson's 
sisters.

Doubling of Panama Canal Traffic 
Brings Nicaragua Project To Fore 


(From New York Trust Co. Index.) 
With the doubling of traffic through 
the Panama canal in the past six 
years, the question as to the adequacy 
of the canal’s facilities to meet the 
traffic requirements of the future has 
given a new importance to the 25- 


year-old project of cutting a paral- 
lel passage through Nicaragua. 
The Nicaraguan project is not a 
new one. As early as 1825 plans 
were adopted fer an_ inter-oceanic 
canal through the republic, but were 
discarded for lack of funds. The 
first detailed engineering survey was 
made 25 years later by the Ameri- 
ean Atlantic & Pacific Ship Canal 
Company, which, while failing in its 
purpose as a private enterprise, led 
the way for six subsequent govern- 
ment surveys of the Nicaraguan route. 


vored Nicaragua over Panama for 
the location of the canal project, both 
for political reasons and because of 
engineering advantages resulting from 
the natural water ways of the former 
country. Estimated lower costs, how- 
ever, swayed’ the final decision in 
favor of Panama. 
Reasons for Proposed Canal. 

The right to construct a canal 
from coast. to coast across Nicara- 
gua for 99 years, together with a 
naval base in the Gulf of Fonseca 
on the Pacific and Corn island in 
the Carribean, was acquired for $3,- 
000,000 by the United States in a 
treaty ratified in February, 1916. 
The route of the canal would con- 
nect with Lake Nicaragua and the 
San Juan river, which are already 
well established waterways. The dis- 
tance from coast to coast would be 
134 miles longer than the Panama 
canal, and the estimated cost would 
be $189,864,000, compared’ with 
$144.233,358 for the Panama canal. 

Advocates of the new canal point 
to the fact that normal increases of 
traffic through Panama will shortly 
reach the 50,000,000 tons per year 
capacity of that route; and that. the 
new canal would save a day’s sailing 
time from New York to San Fran- 
cisco and about two days from New 
Orleans to the Golden Gate. The 
Niearaguan canal, in fact, would per- 
mit a shortened schedule for nearly 
80 per cent of the shipping which 
now uses the Panama canal. It is 
further claimed that the expense of 
the proposed construction will be jus- 
tified by the revenue therefrom and 
by the increased prosperity of Ameri- 
can trade. With the exception of 
1916, when passage was stopped for 
seven months for repairs, there has 
been a steady annual increase’ in 
both traffic and tolls through the 
Panama canal. The total number of 
commercial transits through, the ca- 
nal in 1928 was 6,456; the tolls col- 
lected amounted to $26,944,500. This 
inerease of 371 more 
transits than the previous high rec- 
ord in 1927, and of $713,477 or nearly 
three per cent more in tolls. 

From the standpoint of tonnage 
most of the traffic in the canal flows 
from west to east, amounting to 21,- 
321,000 tons in 1928 as compered 
with 8,310,000 tons moving in the 
other direction. Traffic from the Pa- 
cifie is largely in heavy natural or 
semi-manufactured products, and the 
four leading shipments are mineral 
oil. lumbse wheat and nitrates. West- 
bound traffie from the more indus- 
trialized atates in the east consists 
largely of manufactured products. In 


general, the United States ix respon- 
sible for about 53 per cent of 
traffic through the 
4;reat Britain 
26 per cent, 
way third, each with four per cent. 
Great Britain increased its transits 
by 491 during 1928 to reach a year's 
total of 1.842: while Germany and 
Norway likewise increased their ship- 
ments. 
Panama Canal Profitable. 

Despite the tremendous original 
cost of the Panama canal, it is al- 
ready a paying proposition. Total 
expenses for maintenance and opera- 
tion from 1915, the time of opening, 
to June 30. 1927, were about $238,- 
000,000. Total revenue during the 
same time, from tolls, taxes, and 
business operations, amounted to 
$318,000,000, leaving a surplus of 
$80.000,000 or an average profit of 
This does not in- 
clude expenses for military defense, 
which approximately halved the $15.- 
000,000 net revenue for 1927, and 
which would correspondingly decrease 
the revenue for other years. 

Since 1923 the number of vessels 
passing through the Panama _ canal 
and the cargo tonnage carried have 
exceeded the figures for the Suez ca- 
nal. which has been open since 1869, 
and has no locks.

It may be noted that 541 more 
transits passed through the Panama 
canal, carrying 421,000 tons more 
cargo. At the same time the Suez 
tolls exceeded those for Panama by 
more than 60 per cent. Panama toll 
rates of $1,20 a ton are not only 
comparatively low, but a eonsiderable 
number of government boats of the 
United States, Panama, and Colom- 
bia, are allowed to pass through each 
year free of toll. 

As has been stated, it is this heavy 
traffic which constitutes the princi- 
pal argument for the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal, and it has been 
estimated that by 1960 the Panama 
canal will be handling its capacity 
in cargo. 

Alternatives to Project. 

In opposition, it is argued that 
by comparatively less expensive un- 
dertakings—such as enlarging the 
locks, maintaining service after 6 
p. m., etc.—the canal can be ex- 
panded to handle all traffic in the 
visible future. The Foreign Policy 
Association has pointed out that, ac- 
cording to an estimate by the gov- 
ernor of the canal, a third set of. locks 
could probably be constructed at a 
cost of around $100,000,000. This 
would increase the average capacity of 
the canal to about 100,000,000 tons 
per year, or nearly four times its 
present tonnage. Adding the cost of 
the dam and reservoir at Alhajuela 
($10,000,000), the total cost for 
these improvements would be $110.- 
000,000 as compared with the consid- 
erably greater cost of constructing a 
new Nicaragua canal. 

An investigation to determine defi- 
nitely the advisability of this project 
has now been inaugurated by con- 
gress. On March 2 the president of 
the United States signed the Edge 
resolution providing for a survey to 
ascertain the practicability and prob- 
able cost of a canal across Nicaragua, 
and also to ascertain the cost of con- 
structing and maintaining additiona! 
locks at the Panama canal, which 
would add to its capacity.

BY STUDEBAKER 
FOR WAR HEROES 


Seventeen ambulances have been 
delivered to the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau by Studebaker. 
The first order was received in 
July, 1928, and called for 10 am- 
bulance deliveries to hospitals in 
various parts of the country. e 
order was placed as a result of 
tests conducted by the bureau of 
standards. 

In purchasing ambulances, the 
Veterans’ Bureau takes consid- 
eration such factors as riding com- 
fort, safety of operation, flexibili- 
ty in ie, power equal to any 
emergency and ability to throttle 
down to a walking pace. 


Withoyt official figures avail- 
able, owing to the new policy of 
the Employers’ association here, it 
is known that Detroit employment 
is at high level, with Ford having 
held the peak of labor and most fa- 
vorable reports from the chief au- 
tomotive industrial centers of the 
State.

The Willys-Over- 
land increase is better than 135 per 
cént, Dodge’s percentage gain is 98 
per cent, Hudson-Essex over 87 and 
Chrysler-Plymouth nearly 75, 


Used Car Strain Easing. 


_A feature of the local retail con- 
dition is the present high percentage 
of sales not involving trade-in of old 
cars. The Detroit branch of Willys- 
Overland reports that close to 35 per 
cent of new car sales are made with- 
out consideration of old cars in the 
deal and that more than 75 per cent 
of the used car transactions are out 
and eut sales, no other used car en- 
tering into the consideration. This is 
important, for in -general the stocks 
of used cars here have been built up 
to uncomfortably large proportions, 
largely because of earlier unfavorable 
weather conditions. In some cases. 
the distributors have deliberately re- 
fused to take on any more used cars 
until bettered conditions made the re- 
duction of used car stocks possible. 
There has been very notable expan- 
sion of used car display facilities in 
the territory and an equally distinct 
tightening of the lines where used 
car take-ins are concerned. This 
works to the advantage of the indus- 
try—and to the buyer of the used 
car, who gets a better car for less 

money under the more sensible plan. ~ 

Outlook for sales was never bright- 
er and there is a strong feeling of 
optimism among the principal distrib- 
utors and dealers interviewed. 

Expansion in the commercial field 
continues steadily. Hudson Motor 
Car Company recently announced a 
new light delivery car on the Essex 
chassis and there will be a Graham- 
Paige truck on the market before 
long. It will be seealled that the 
present Graham-Paige control, cen- 
tered in the Graham brothers, had a 
workl-wide reputation as truck mak- 
ers, under the “Graham _ Brothers” 
name plate. Expansion’ of facilities 
by Federal Motor Truck and the fact 
that General Motors Truck has got- 
ten into big production and sales vol- 
ume are signs of the times. 

Record Hupp Driveaway. 

Hupmobile will stage the company’s 
greatest driveway April 17 and 18. 
This is an annual spring event and 
the coming parade of cars, it is un- 
derstood, will surpass all previous 
pageants in number and in novel fea- 
tures. 
Oakland Motor Car Company has 
produced the millionth Oakland car. 
thus joining the ranks of the com- 
paratively few companies with that 
many individual cars to their credit. 
The rapidity with which this com- 
pany has expanded its manufacturing 
operations is shown by the fact that 
the second 500,000 cars have been 
built since July, 1926, while it took 
19 years to turn out the first half 
million. Present combined Oakland- 
Pontiac production is running at the 
annual rate of close to 250,000 cars. 

W. C. Durant’s renewed energy in 
the automotive industry is being 
shown in a variety of ways. The vet- 
eran financier has been visiting the 
new manufacturing headquarters § at 
Lansing with greatly increased fre- 
quency lately and there is a conse- 
quent stir in the company's affairs. 
Finance and sales headquarters are 
being concentrated at Detroit, so that 
the Durant name is certain to be 
noted with even increased importance, 
from now on, 

Return of several of the industry's 
principal executives from extended 
tours of the country has resulted in 
their united report that business con- 
ditions affecting the sale of motor ve- 
hicles were never better and that a 
protracted period of prosperity is at 
hand. 

Pioneers Pass On. 

Several of the pioneers have joined 
the majority, leaving well-developed 
organizations to the hands of their 
former associates. Roscoe B. Jackson, 
president of the Hudson Motor Car 
Company, one of the youngest heads 
of the industry, died suddenly im 
France. While no announcement of 
his successor has been made at this 
writing, it is safe to guess that pro- 
motion will be made from the group 
of extcutives who have been collab- 
orating with Mr. Jackson in the de 
velopment of the business. 

Another early factor in the commer- 
cial vehicle industry, Charles F. Melk 
lish, died at 71. He was one of the 
founders of the Federal Motor Truck 
Company and secretary and director 
until his death. Willard L. Velie, 
one of the industry’s youngest prin- 
cipal executives, died at 32.

With Mrs. Segrave and Mr. and 
Mrs. William F. Sturm, he was driven 
rapidly southward to the Toronita ho- 
tel two miles away. The distance was 
covered in less than two minutes in 
order that Segrave might not miss a 
telephone call to London, which he 
had put in for 3:15 p. m.

Happy on His 
100th Birthday

Rome, Ga... March 30.—(Special.)— 
“Unele’ Steve Eberhart. probably the 
most widely known negro in north 
Georgia, and famous for his perfect 
attendance at all Confederate Vet- 
erans’ reunions since their inception, 
last week celebrated his 100th birth- 
day anniversary at his modest home 
on Black’s Bluff road in south Rome. 

To prove that he has retained a on- 
siderable portion of his erstwhile en- 
durance that carried him’ unsecarred | 
through the five years’ conflict of the | 
war between the states and later 
through the Spanish-American embrog- 
lio, “Unele’” Steve, for the edifica- 
tion of his numerous friends danced 
an old time jig and then indulged in 
a walk of more than five miles from 
his home into town and back, 

Attributing his longevity to sev- 
eral simple exercises and restraints, 
“Tnele’ Steve believes that he will 
live another decade, or until the aged 
bugler has blown taps for the last 
Confederate reunion. Just as long as 
there are a handful of the old vet- 
erans left to hold a rennion, he in- 
tends answering present, this event 
more than anything else seemingly 
enabling him to carry on from year 
to year.

Steve was born on March 
in Oglethorpe county, Geor- 
on the plantation of Captain 
Patrick Eberhart, while his mother 
and father were slaves on the Ehber- 
hart place. He grew up there and re- 
mained the servant of the Eberharts 
until his old ‘‘Marster” died several 
years following the war. When the 
emancipation proclamation was sign- 
ed by Abraham Lincoln, giving .free- 
dem to all the slaves, “Uncle” Steve 
remained loyal to his master and ac- 
companied him through the ensuing 
war as his bodyguard.

Standard scanning will be continued 
at the new laboratories.

Byrd’s Expedition Daily 


Swampscott, Mass., March 30.—(®) 
Early each morning F. Parker Web- 
ber, member of the American Radio 
Relay League, has the pleasure of 
listening to the day-by-day story of the 
Byrd antarctic expedition coming di- 
rect from the bottom of the world. 

Instruction and advice to the folks 
back home, press reports and s of 
the expedition, all come riding in 
through his headphones on the short 
radio waves sent out by the Byrd 
transmitters. The things he hears 
never pass beyond his own lips, how- 
ever, for Webber lives up to the code 
of secrecy demanded for all such mes- 
sages. 

The Byrd messages, he says, come 
in between 4 and 7 o'clock, eastern 
standard time, each morning. And 
when the Byrd party is silent, Web- 
ber explains, he “talks” with Tas- 
mania, 12,000 miles away, or with 
stations in Europe. 

Webber has communicated with 34 
countries located on every continent 
except Asia, via his short-wave sta- 
tion. Yet the equipment that has car- 
ried him on these long but lightning- 
swift aerial journeys has not cost him 
more than $100.

Hand-Wrought Door.

A map of. spe- 
cial interest was a copy of one owned 
by Mrs. Hartridge at Black Banks, 
made in 17¢4 and re-surveyed in 
ISO]. The copy was made for her 
by Mrs, Maxfield Parrish and en- 
abled Mrs. Cate to locate the site of 
Oglethorpe’s home at Frederica, Geor- 
gia’s first governor's mansion. A 
copy of the Daily Citizen of Vicks- 
burg, Miss., dated July 2.

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‘Meadow Garden’ Is Described 
An Interesting Article 


“Meadow 


Historic Meadow Garden, the home 
of George Walton, signer of the 
Decleration of Independence, is de- 
acribed in the following interesting 
article by Miss Ruth Dye Brigham: 

How can one describe adequately, 
with mere words, the beauty and love- 
liness of historical Meadow Garden, 
the exquisite and unique home of 
(jeorge Walton. one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence? 
This home is the most interesting 
spots in Augusta, having been built 
in 1780, about a mile and a half 
from the town proper. which was 
built around and below Fort Augusta. 
Family tradition says that when 
(;seorge Washington visited Augusta 
in 1702 he was entertuined at Meadow 
Gardens, and after George Walton 
died, Lafayette, on his visit to Au- 
gusta in 1825, paid a visit of respect 
to Mrs. Walton. Meadow Garden is 
the property of the National Society, 
I). A. R., and the idea of purchasing 
and restoring the old place was con- 
ceiv by Mrs. Harriet Gould Jef- 
feries, who made many trips to the 
congresses at Washington, and enlist- 
ed the aid of many prominent Daugh- 
tera of the American Revolution of 
other states. At last, the battle was 
won, and the purchase price paid. 
The Augusta chapter spent over 
£2,000 in renovation of the place. A 
new roof vias put on, and the walls 
were replastered, but nothing was al- 
tered. The place was restored, not 
remodeled. 

And today, 
stands a a monument 
vusta’s most beloved women, Mrs. 
Harriet Gould Jefferies, and to the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, who nided her in the work of 
restoration, and in the preservation 
it now enjoys. I felt a pang of sor- 
row as | stood on the large, old- 
fashioned porch and gazed about me, 


this famous old place 
to one of Au- 


at the factories and other buildings 
which have intruded upon the quiet 
solitude of Meadow Garden. Noth- 
ing, however, can rob this place of | 
its dignity; its exquisite air of sim- 
plicity. ; 

A feeling of awe comes over one 
on entering the hall; it is as though 
entering another world. Everything 
is so old, so priceless and so beauti- 
fully cared for by the faithful hands 
of Mrs. Lucy Colvin, who, with her 
husband, lives in a little house in the 
varden. ‘The old-fashioned house 1s 
a perfect setting for this quiet, little 
lady, who goes about her duties so 
conscientiously, with her unassuming 
manner, realizing just how precious 1s 
every object in the house. In the 
long hall that runs the length of the 
house, there is an antique hatrack, on 
which rests a British officer's fusie 
used in the Revolutionary war. An 
old eannon, too, which was used by 
the American forces im the battle of 
Ninety Six, South Carolina, and in the 
defense of Augusta, Ga., is placed here. 

Prized Relics. 

The library contains many things! 
of interest, but the thing that first 
catches the eve is the picture of our 
heloved General George Washingon, 
wearing his Cincinnati insignia. There 
are also some views of his headquar- | 
tere at Newburg, N. Y There are! 
copies of many old newspapers, in-| 
cluding the Boston Gazette of 1775, | 
the Ulster County Gazette, New York, 


Garden” 


published in January. 1800, contain- 
ing an account of President George 
Washington's funeral, the Augusta 
Herald of March 3, 1901, and a copy 
of the Augusta Chronicle, the south’s 
oldest newspaper, of October 27, 1906, 
“Fair Edition.” All of the furniture 
in this room, as well as all of the 
‘rooms in the house, are handsome ha- 
hogany pieces, some of which belonged 
to the Walton family, and some of 
which- have been donated by Augus- 
tans and other southern families. 

The front drawing room is the 
heart of the house. Over the mantel 
is a handsome portrait of George Wal- 
ton, the master. He was a member 
of the Council of Safety, was twice 
governor of Georgia, was six times a 
United States representative in con- 
gress, was once a senator of the 
United States, was once chief jus- 
tice of the state of Georgia, was sev- 
eral times a member of the legisla- 
ture, and was four times a judge of 
the supreme court of Georgia. There 
are pictures and portraits of George 
Washington, Martha Washington, 
Princess Augusta, for whom Augusta, 
ya.. is mamed, Brigadier General 
Thomas Glascock, a hero at the siege 
of Savannah: General Elijah Clarke, 
Patrick Henry, Archibald Bullock, the 
maternal great-great-grandfather of 
Theodore Roosevelt; Governor John 
Adam ‘Treutlen, Mrs. Harriet Gould 
Jefferies, and a picture taken from 
the portrait of John Caldwell Calhoun, 
by Rembrandt Peale. 

A set of lovely carved rosewood fur- 
niture, two sofas and five chairs, 
brass candlesticks considerably over a 
hundred years old. a spinning wheel, 
a set of brass andirons, a mahogany 
candlestick that was brought over on 
the Mayflower, several bills of con- 


tinental currency. a miniature Liberty | 


bell, facsimile of the manuscript of 
‘The Star-Spangled Banner” on the 


wall, with a picture of Francis Scott | 


Key above, a lovely collar of rare old 
lace, once worn by the daughter of a 
patriot of the American Revolution. 
and many other objects, each with 
historical value—all of these tend to 
enhance the charm of this delightful 
room. The dining room contains an 


old mahogany sideboard, a mahogany | 


extension table, a mahogany secre- 
tary, an antique clock, »mahogany 
chairs with seats covered with black 
mohair, a rag rug that was woven in 
the mountains of Georgia, a white 
and gold china tea pot over a hun- 
dred years old, and such objects as 
silver candle snuffers and a fly brush 
made out of peacock feathers. 
Revolutionary Furnishings. 

The bedrooms, with their slanting 
ceilings. and four-poster beds, are typ- 
ical of homes of the revolutionary pe- 
riod. There is an exquisite counter- 
pane, said to have been made by the 
patient hands of ,Mrs. Walton. A 
quilt too, still on the stretchers on 
which it was made, is said to have 
been the work of her fingers. An old- 
fashioned doll, which is such a de- 
lightful contrast to the flapnerish dolls 
of today. lies on the cradle, just as 
though it might have been Jain by 
the loving hands of the little Walton 
girl over a century aro. There is a 
splendid collection of rare old hooks, 
including biographies, history, mem- 
oirs. the Encyclopedia Americana, in 
12 volumes, and stories of (reorgia 
One particularly interesting book 
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contains the brilliant Madam Le 
Vert’s journal, beginning at Havana, 
Island of Cuba, Januarv 28, 1855, 
and ending in Spain on the 10th of 
March, 1855. Another very interest- 
ing journal of this famous lady's 
began in June, 1853, and ended in 
July of the same year, in which she 
wrote charmingly of London, Paris 
and Versailles. 

What a delightful place! A refuge 
from the raucous clamor, the hurly- 
burly, the agitato of modern life!

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This Interesting Eastertide Discussion of the Subject

OING to the Devil!” I have heard 

that phrase so many times dur- 
ing these last few years, in con- 
nection with our young people, 
that if I did not know better I should al- 
most begin to believe it. They do make 
a mess of things sometimes—more's the 
pity—but so do many of us who are much 
older and wiser and who ought to know 
better. 

Searching for Reality and Happiness. 
that is what they are doing, these young- 
sters. And most of the time they are in 
such a hurry to find out things for them- 
selves that they ask the question and run 
along without waiting for an answer. 

When one feels Happiness, has one 
necessarily found Reality? Are Reality and 
Happiness at the end of the same road? 
It is a philosophical question. Some savy 
that Illusion is the only road to Happi- 
ness. Maya has been worshipped in some 
form in all ages. Alas! we know that a 
very good symbol of the period called 
“Victorian” is the ostrich with its head 
carefully buried in the ground. Was that 
method an easier solution than driving 
sixty miles an hour with eyes wide open 
and a cigarette in one’s mouth, seeing 
everything but stopping for nothing? 

What, after all, is Reality—and where 
can I find Happiness? I am a preacher— 
I should know. Do I? Is it possible to 
know how one felt at twenty when one is 
forty? Feeling is a thing of the present. 
One does not feel in the past nor can one 
fee] in the future. It is a thing of the now 
—it is NOW. Happiness and Reality to 
the young are emotional reactions, no mat- 
ter what they may mean at forty. 

If one could feel exactly as one felt at 
twenty I am perfectly sure that one would 
not feel that one’s young son and daughter 
are going to the Devil. Hence the saying, 
“You are as young as you feel.” To under- 
stand the modern youth, one must feel 
young. It would seem to me that both the 
ostrich and the motorist are ignoring real- 
ity, and both must sooner or later come a 
cropper. 

“I want to be real,” said a clever news- 
paper woman te me as she gazed admiring- 
ly at Trader Horn’s flowing beard. “That,” 
she said, “is reality. I wonder if I have 
the capacity for such realness?” 

“You haven't the capacity for such a 
patriarchal beard,” I answered facetiousty. 

But after all, I mused, perhaps i 
amounts to the same thing in the long run 
—an old man with a long beard may be 
many things—a bearded woman would be 
only a freak in a side show! 

“So, you see,” I said to a would-be very 
daring young flapper, fascinated with the 
intelligentsia, with a taste for Freud and 
the night club habit, “I do not believe 
that vou are bad, not really so-—-just in- 
experienced. Hungry to know and eager to 
go! Some people call your pace ‘going to 
the Devil’ "——I rather think she was shock- 
ed because I was not shocked—‘but, I, too, 
am looking for Reality and I find it every 
day in this same generation of boys and 
girls. A better name for your would-be 
orgies—physical and intellectual—is ‘Quest 
for Reality. ” 

After a bit we settled down to a heart- 
to-heart talk and she forgot about Judge 
Lindsey's new book, which she had brought 
along to confute all of my church ideas 
of marriage, and I lost my impatience with 
her as I found that really she was very 
ambitious, working hard at her art five 
hours a day. She was brimming with ideal- 
ism. eagerness and earnestness. She was 
pretty, and only nineteen. 

I repeat, they are not bad, these voung 
people of today—just eager. Impatient of 
cant or pretense, in revolt against the 
great god Conventionality. Twenty-five 
years ago the fathers and mothers of to- 
dav were just as full of life, of sex—of the 
devil, if vou please. 

It was fashionable then to be conven- 
tional. The “Gay Nineties* did not allow 
the right hand to know what the left hand

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reached for, certainly not what the left 
hand clutched and held. They knew noth- 
ing of Freud, and dreams had no mean- 
ings except those found in the dream book. 
A spade was never a spade, even when used 
to dig a grave or cover garbage. They spoke 
in asides of things “under the rose”-——there 
was a delicate aura and aroma of violets 
and lavender which permeated their con- 
versation. They did things because other 
people did, and expected them to do them 
too. If they did not have a virtue they 
assumed it. 


The present-day crowd seems to have 


gone to the other extreme. Their motto 
would seem to be “conceal your virtues and 
parade your vices.” As a matter of fact, I 
think there is an even break. They of the 
90s were not more virtuous, nor do I be- 
lieve that these youngsters of 1929 are 
more vicious. 

Different points of view make life seem 
very changed. Perhaps they have lost s.ne 
of the attributes that life must have. Some- 
times it does seem that thev are lacking in 
courtesy and reverence. Certain it is that 
civilization without these two attributes 
would decline rather than progress. 

Standing in a busy railway station re- 
cently, waiting impatiently for a woman 
to buy her ticket at the window, I mar- 
veled at the patience and continued cour- 
tesy of a very young clerk. His poise and 
kindliness, under most trying and provok- 
ing circumstances with dozens of people 
waiting in line, was equal to that of any 
gentleman of the old school. 

A well known woman came to me some 
time ago much distressed about her nine- 
teen-vear-old daughter. I knew the girl 
very well—-she was pretty and very clever 
— certainly, from her mother’s point of 
view she was wild. Authority she recog- 
nized only in her desire for self-expres- 
sion. An understanding preacher has re- 
cently defined sin as an error in self- 
expression. This young woman had spent 
a hectic vear of the unconventional life of 
a debutante in conventional New York 
society. 

According to the mother’s story, our 
voung lady had tried a great many things 
during the year, including an eclopement 
with an equally wild youngster, bent on 
self-expression, late one night after a coune- 
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try club party. She had thought better 
about the matter, however, and early the 
next morning returned to her home. Noth- 
ing had occurred—she had been indiscreet 
—she had changed her mind—her family 
was shocked. 

There was a battle of words and general 
misunderstanding. The young lady could 
not see anything wrong in her conduct and 
consequently had nothing to conceal. She 
boasted openly o7 her escapade. Father and 
mother burned with Victorian shame; that 
is a very dreadful burn. The daughter soon 
left home—got a job and an apartment. 
That was little more than a year ago. I 
counseled patience and confidence. Today 
that voung woman is in the way of be- 
coming a most useful citizen. She -deplores 
the idleness of her former friends and feels 
that her mother would be much happier if 
She had a more disciplined life. Can you 
beat it? 

A little while ago everybody was sing- 
ing “I Want to Be Happy,” from a pop- 
ular Broadway musical comedy. The popu- 
larity was due to a great deal more than 
its tuneful melody. It expressed the de- 
Sire. the aspiration, the determined purpose 
of this generation, and it became a modern 
sermon as it warbled on, “ want you to be 
happy, too.’ 

The Quest for Happiness—that is what 
it is—and each generation must make its 
own search. The experience of the former 
generation always is ignored, and we of 
that generation call their adventures “go- 
ing to the devil.” They make their ex- 
ploits today in airplanes and very swift 
motor cars. We went on horseback and in 
steam cars. When they smash, it seems to 
us much worse than the accidents of our 
day..I wonder! They Crilticize us—-cur de- 
portment, our reserve, our business and so- 
cial methods, and call our regard for pub- 
lic opinion hypocrisy; Polonius and good 
form—-Sunday clothes and best fee—all are 
definite relics of the Victorian Age. 

They even criticize our religion, the dar- 
ing little devils—it would seem they might 
revere the Church and Grandmother. 
They do not, the dears—even when Grand- 
mama drinks gin and frequents night clubs, 


Nor the Church either, not even when Dr.

Perhaps they are right! It is true that 
our smug Victorian religion did not pre- 
vent the Great War—nor did it do very 
much for business methods and social] prac- 
tices. 

I, for one, would not have the old Gays 
back—I, too, want Reality. It can be gained 
only by living in the time when one is 
alive. That time is NOW! Present condi- 
tions and problems are ours! We have not 
given our young people any too good ex- 
amples. We talk and make laws and think 
our duty is done—as we proceed to break 
the laws we have made and by our actions 
show that we do not really believe the 
precepts that our tongues so glibly utter. 

These young people snap their fingers 
in our faces as they cry “A fig for your 
precepts—I want a good time and I recog- 
nize no authority but the needs of my nas 
ture—we wont say one thing and do an- 
other—we won't pretend’—and on they 
dance, wildly, madly, like gamboling beasts 
of the field—or so it would seem. 

Yet here is the paradox. Never before 
have there been so many young women 
who do not have to work—doing serious 
work. They are nurses in hospitals, work- 
ing hard in all of the professions. The 
business world is full of them, and this is 
true also of our young men. There is a 
determination to make life count.

WENTY-FIVE ships, carrying 
. 2,300 seamen and soldiers, made 
Gs up the force with which Sir Fran- 
GJ cis Drake set out in the fall of 
1585 on one of the most extensive raiding 
expeditions ever directed at the Spaniards 
in the west from a European port. 


A precarious peace existed between Spain 
and England. But it was a peace that 
nobody expected to last long. The treasure 
Drake had brought home from his last ex- 
pedition was impounded in the Tower of 
London, while negotiations were going for- 
ward slowly between the king of Spain and 
Queen Elizabeth, his sister-in-law, looking 
to a settlement of the question of the 
proper disposal of this treasure. 


Meanwhile Drake was fitting out this 
new expedition. The queen herself put two 
ships.into the squadron this time. Wealthy 
backers were easily found to furnish other 
ships and equipment, and Drake himself 
had a stake in the enterprise, aside from 
the labor and time he was putting into it. 


When the fleet was about ready to sail, 
Drake reached an understanding with the 
queen and with the adventurers who were 
going with him. The queen would not 
grant Sir Francis a privateering commis- 
sion, since there was no war. His official 
and legal status was that of a pirate. But 
he had two of the queen's ships, the queen’s 
friendship and good wishes, and a knight- 
hood that he had won from the queen for 
his recent exploits in the west. He was 
content. 


No man in this adventure was to receive 
wages. Everyone risked his time and labor 
against his share of the loot. Everybody 
took a chance. The queen made it quite 
clear to Drake that she might have to dis- 
avow his acts and have him declared a 
pirate, in order to avoid war with Spain. 
This wasn't pleasant medicine for Drake, 
but he took it with courtly grace. He want- 
ed merely permission to be off. 


Off he sailed on the morning of the 
fourteenth of September. He had no or- 
ders. but there was an understanding that 
he was to go over to Spain and demand 
information as to why certain embargoes 
had been laid against certain English corn 
merchants in Spanish ports. 

He made the port of Vigo, after captur- 
ing a fishing vessel or two on the way over. 
One of the English historians of the voy- 
age describes the astonishment of the 
Spaniards when they saw the English fleet 
dropping anchor at the mouth of Vigo har- 
bor. It was a goodly fleet, and, says the 
chronicler, “it was a great matter and a 
royal sight to see them.” 

Don Pedro Bemadero, the Spanish gov- 
ernor of Vigo, sent off to learn what was 
wanted. Drake sent back word that if there 
was a war on he wanted to take part in 
it presently, but if there was no war, he 

inted to know why English corn mer- 

ants were not permitted to trade peace- 
ty in Spain. 

The governor’s answer was conciliatory. 
He said he knew of nothing amiss, and he 
certainly would not countenance any rough 
usage of Englishmen. Drake was not much 
interested in the answer. He landed men 
on the island at the mouth of the harbor, 
and sent in small boats to explore the shore 
line. The city was practically without de- 
fenses, and the name of Drake was almost 
paralysis to the Spaniards. 

Great pack trains started at once for the 
mountains just back of Vigo, carrying 
money and jewels. Some of the church 
-pilate was sent across the harbor in boats, 
and Drake’s men captured one of these 
boats. taking from it silver articles used in 
the church service. 

The fleet came in and was moored in a 
commanding position. But the Spaniards 
were gathering an army, and in a day or 
two were able to parley with some show of 


force. Drake departed without further 
molesting the town. 
At the Cape de Verde Islands, Drake 


landed a thousand men and captured Si. 
Tago. The Portuguese inhabitants fled be- 
fore the advance of the English and took 
their money and valuables with them. 

The city was occupied on the seventeenth 
of November, which was the anniversary of 
the accession of Queen Elizabeth to the 
English throne, so a great festival was held, 
with the fleet firing a salute and the cap- 
tured forts replying. 

There was no booty to be got out of this

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deserted city, so Drake marched twelve 
miles inland and captured another town, 
which was burned when the raiders found 
that the money had again eluded them. 

But here Sir Francis met an enemy 
which was destined to be far more hurtful 
to his enterprise than the Spanish and 
Portuguese guns. Yellow fever broke out 
in the fleet, and nearly three hundred of 
the men died of it. In low spirits the 
raiders set sail for the West Indies. 

The first objective was Santo Domingo, 
which was even then an old and wealthy 
city with massive stone buildings and a 
magnificent cathedral. A short time ago I 
visited Santo Domingo, and a native of the 


town, hearing I was interested in pirates, | 


took me up to the great flat roof of the 
cathedral and showed me two round iron 
cannon balls, three-quarters buried in the 
massive structure. 

“Those,” he said, “were put there by Sir 
Francis Drake when he bombarded our city 
on New Year's Day, 1586.” 

That is very likely true, for Drake did 
bring his fleet within the harbor and fire 
cannon balls into the town. The roof of 
the cathedral would be an inevitable land- 
ing place for seme of the missles, taking 
into consideration the power and trajectory 
of the guns of Drake's fleet. 

A force was landed about ten miles from 
Santo Domingo before the fleet appeared 
off the harbor, and marched toward the 
city. Drake, retaining half his men, then 
essayed the harbor and found the entrance 
easy. 

But, while the great freebooter nearly 
always took a city he set his eye upon, he 
nearly always lost the treasure by reason 
of his landing his attacking force some dis- 
tance from the objective. He used his reg- 
ular Santo Domingo, with the 
His land force made its way 
into the city after -some sharp fighting, 
only to find that the frightened Dom- 
inicans had fled to the forest, taking with 
them most of the church and gold 
and silver treasure. 

When Drake had possession of the city 
he sent a negro boy to the governor with 
a message demanding ransom to save the 
town from burning. A Spanish officer, in 
a fine rage, drove his lance through the 
boy, who managed to make his way back 
to Drake. The boy is said to have died at 
the feet of the commander,

Sir Francis was disappointed in the loot. 
He began burning the city. but it didn't 
burn readily, being built with massive stone 
walls. Two hundred men were set at the 
burning, and labored hard trving to work 
up a general conflagration, but the best 
they could do was to burn one or two in- 
teriors at a time.

Meanwhile, negotiations for ransom 
were carried on by the light of the burn- 
ing buildings. The government house, at 
that time rated as one of the finest build- 
ings in the world, was destroyed by hun- 
dreds of explosions of gunpowder, and even 
then it was necessary to put labor battal- 
ions to work with axes and picks to com- 
plete the destruction. 


The body of Columbus was believed to be 
buried in the cathedral, and this great 
structure was not deliberately harmed by 


Drake. It stands today on the _ public 
square, just as it stood while Drake and 


his men were busy with their gunpowder 
and torches, with the reputed body of Co- 
lumbus reposing in a casket It 
is said that Sir Francis respected the mem-

ory of a great navigator. and for that rea- 
son spared the church 

In a month the pirates had succeeded 
in destroying only half of the solid City, 
and they were tired. Drake accepted twen- 
ty-five thousand ducats as ransom, a 


trifling sum for such efforts as he had put 
forth, and sailed for other and more prom- 
ising shores. |

There was heavy firing at Cartagena 
when Drake sailed up and engaged the 
forts. The town was expecting the raid, 
since the story of the looting of 
Domingo had traveled across the sea 


Again, a party was landed outside the 


Santo 


harbor, and advanced against stiff opposi- 
tion, finally scaling the wall and taking 
the town. 

This time there was less violence and 
more courtesy after the capture. Drake 
and the Spanish: authorities entertained 
one another with dinner and wine and 
much punctillio. 


The English remained in possession of 
the city for six weeks, trying to boost the 
Spaniards’ offer of thirty thousand ducats, 
Then yellow fever broke out in the fleet 
anew, working havoc with the manpower 
of the expedition. Drake took the thirty 
thousand and stood for cooler waters. 

It was found inadvisable to try to carry 
out the conmmander's project for the cap- 
ture of Nombre de Dios and Panama, since 
seven hundred men were now dead of the 
fever, and others were falling into fatal 
delirium daily. 

Drake sailed northward, and, to compen- 
sate his disappointment at his inability to 
take Nombre, he stopped in FPlorida long 
enough to burn the little Spanish towns 
of Helena and St. Augustine. He stopped 
at Raleigh's settlement in Virginia : long 
enough to take aboard the starving rem- 
nants of a colony that had been planted 
there the year before with high hopes. The 
ragged colonists brought aboard with them 


‘plentiful supplies of tobaeco, an herb they 


had learned from the Indians to smoke. It 


is said that the curiosity aroused by this 
smoking phenomenon in England was so 


great that it almost eclipsed the enthusi- 
asm over the return of Drake. 

Financially, this expedition was a failure. 
It brought back only twenty thousand 
pounds in silver and gold, and this was 
divided among the surviving seamen and 
sailors. The ship owners, including Fliaa- ' 
beth and Drake, got nothing. 

But the 


ultimate results were consider- 
able. ‘This expedition was the straw that 
broke the back of the camel of King 
Philip's patience or procrastination. ‘Two 
of his strongest western cities had been

Such Is the Business of Roland M. Smythe, Who Buys 


“Worthless” Securities and Keeps Track of Defunct Corporations, Which Occasionally 
Rise From the Grave and Walk the Earth Again With New Vigor and Value 


WAY back in 1860 men were pour- 
ing into @1e newly discovered oil 
regions of Pennsylvania. Drake 
had sunk the first oil well. That 
magic word “petroleum” was running like 
a traveling fuse through the land as that 
other magic word “gold” did. in ‘49. And 
over every farm and along every creek in 
Crawford and Venango counties the oil 
hunters swarmed with their funny little 
wooden derricks. 


Companies were organized by the score 
and while the drillers were busy boring for 
petroleum around Oil City, the nimble 
tongued stock salesmen were knocking on 
doors everywhere, boring for money.

The 
stockholders in Venango county put their 
stock certificates into old cupboards, wal- 
Jets, old drawers, trunks and china bowls 
or what-nots. And in course of time they, 
too, forgot about them.

tleman walked into a small, old fashioned 
Office in the Produce Exchange in New 
York. He called to see a man who deals 


in ancient and obsolete securities. If there 
is a corporation in its grave anywhere in 
the world, this man knows it if any one 
does. His caller was in search of informa- 
tion about the old oil company of 1860 
which had been born and died aborn- 
ing at Oil City. What has become of it? 
Where were its stockholders? Could they 
be located? In short, the. gentleman, after 
all these years, wanted to buy the stock. 

The dealer in obselete securities thought 
he could get the stock. He went to Oil 
City and in a short time had rounded up 
and bought every outstanding share in that 
company—3,800 of them. After all those 
vears the holders or their heirs got paid 
something for their stock and the security 
Gealer got well paid for his trouble. 

What had happened to that stock? Well, 
in those early days men sent their wells 
down twenty, thirty or forty feet. Those 
pioneers were just scraping off the surface 
oil. Indeed, oil in those days’ was floating 
on the waters of the creeks and brooks 
around Oil City. When the gushers failed 
to gush after a pipe had sunk forty feet, 
the adventurers concluded there was no oil 
and ended their adventure. But in these 
more knowing davs wells are sent down 
1,000, 2,000 feet. And a group of new pros- 
pectors had decided there was oil in that 
old farm at the deeper levels. Thev want- 
ed to own the corporation which stil! held

title to the farm. When thev got it they 
put their well down 1,400 feet,. and up 
came the rich black flood which the earlier 
seekers had sought in vain. 

This story was. told to me by the dealer 
in worthless securities who rounded up 
those old shares. His name is Roland M. 
Smythe. There are lots of gentlemen who 
deal in worthless securities—but they never 
call them by that name. Mr. Smythe is 
probably the only man in the world who 
deals in worthless securities and guarantees 
that they are worthless. He kKnows the 
names on al] the tombstones that mark the 
resting places of dead corporations. 


The Produce Exchange Building was put 
up about fifty years ago—a great, brilliant 
red brick pile, which was the office build- 
ing wonder of its day. Shortly after its 
completion Mr. Smythe moved in, and 
there he is today in precisely the same of- 
fice. When the telephone came along Mr. 
Smythe was one of the first dozen sub- 
scribers. His number was 10. But years 
ago he ordered the telephone out of his 
office. He is known in the financial dis- 
trict as the man who has been forty years 
in business without a telephone. Sitting 
at his desk surrounded by his “morgue” he 
looked for all the world like Kaiser Wil- 


helm in the pictures which come from 
Doorn. 
“IT just drifted into this business.’ he told 


me. He had been a member in succession 
of three different Stock Exchange houses. 
Years ago he was a partner in the firm 


which hendled the business on the floor 
of the Stock Exc nange for that prince of 
traders, James Keene, one of the most 
audacious operators in the history of Wall 
street. Mr. Smythe is a man of education, 
a graduate of Columbia universitv in both 
engineering and chemistry. But he is also 
a man of humor, being an Irishman from 
Dublin, and over his desk hangs in its pon- 
cerous frame the commission of his grand- 


father as Lord Mayor of Dublin. 
“I just drifted into this business.” he 
went on. “Many years ago I noticed that 


the notorious old John B. Manning was 
buying a lot of southern bonds. I was 
curious to know why he was doing this. 
The bonds had been repudiated and were 
considered worthless. But I investigated 
and discovered there was a market for 
these securities. So I bought them myself 
and made money out of them. That open- 
ed my eves to the existence of a market for 
little known and apparentiv§ worthless 
stocks and bonds. So I looked about for 
them. 


“I fell, upon many opportunities. This 
Jed to keeping in a small way recerds and 
clippings about old, defunct or dormant 
corporations. Brokers and bankers began 
to find out that I collected this informa- 
tion, so they were constantly shooting 
questions at me about old issues. 

“In fact, these requests became so numer- 
ous that answering began to take all my 
tume. That's when I got rid of my tele- 
phone. I then conceived the notion of 
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charging a fee for such information in or- 
der to discourage it. But that seemed only 
to make it worse, people, I suppose, put- 
ting a higher value on what they have to 
pay for. 

“Il had always maintained a separate of- 
fice here in the Produce Building to which 
I could come away from the hurry and in- 
terruption of Wall street, and by degrees 
I found I was spending all my time here. 
This business interests me. I suppose I had 
I have had a lot of fun 
ferreting out these old corporate ghosts 


and so gradually I severed my connections 


a weakness for it. 


with the land of living issues and remained 
wholly in the dim region of the dead. 

“The thing that has always made it in- 
teresting is that it is not all death. Every 
now and then a grave opens and an old 
stock certificate walks the earth again and 
claims its life back.” 


Of course, I immediately asked the obvi- 
ous questions. How do all these worthless 
securities get to Mr. Smythe? What does 
he do with them? Why do people want to 
buy them? Where do they come from? 

“Where do they come from?” Mr. Smythe 
Smiled. “Why, from everywhere. Every- 
body seems to have a little sheaf of these 
gorgeous engravings tucked away some- 
where which they can take out every now 
and then and stir old dreams for wealth 
that never came true. Some years ago a 
man walked in here and said he wanted to 
buy some old stock certificates—any old 
cerificates would do. There was a box of 
old securities on the floor beside my desk 
which I had just bought and examined and 
which were waiting to be sorted out. He 
ran his fingers through them, said they 
would do, to be brief, gave me a check for 
$600 for them. There must have been 
wenty million dollars’ worth there. 

“I did not want to deliver them at first, 
because I wanted to find if the check was 
all right and—principally—because I want- 
ea to know something about him. I have to 
be careful into whose hands I deliver such 
goods. At his bank I was told he was a 
responsible hide and leather dealer and 
that he had a hobby of collecting such 
things. 7 He had managed, somehow, to 
buildup that reputaion. I put him down 
as all right and delivered the box full of 
worthless stocks and. bonds. 

“About six months later a lawyer walked 
into my office. He wanted to know if I 
haa sold an armful of bonds vo this man. 
He informed me f'ther that my customer 
was the notorious. get-rich-quick ‘Five- 
Hundred-and-Twenty-Per-Cent’ Miller and 
that that gentleman was in bankruptcy. He 
had used this bundle to delight the eyes 
of prospective victims with the evidences of 
wealth I volunteered to 


testify that he 


had. bought the whole batch for $600. In 
the court there must have been twenty 
lawyers facing me and representing vari- 
ous creditors’ interests. I vave my testi- 
mony. At the end, one of the. lawyers 
Smilingly said: 

Mr. Smythe, will you please give me 
your address. You seem to know a lot 
about old and worthless stock. [ have a 
collection I would like to have you 
look at. 

“Then another lawyer got up He said, 
with half hidden amusement, that he, too, 
had his httle pile of worthless securities 
and he, too, would like my address.

“What 1s more surprising is that so many 
people want to buy them after they be- 
come worthless. Many collect rare and 
ancient securities just as others collect old 
programs or postage stamps or rare 
editions. Some want them for the signa- 
tures on the bonds. My wife is fond of 
Collecting old and rare autographs and [ 
fhave been able to get her some good ones

“By the way, one of the rarest of such 
signatures is that of John D. Rackefeller. 
I once had one which I used to apply as 
a test of credulity. You, of course, have 
heard the tale of the man who tried in 
vain to sell pound notes on London Bridge 


for ten shillings. Well, I had a check for 
$5 from Mr. Rockefeller. When the first 
volume of my book on rare securities was 
issued Mr. RockefeMer was one of the first 
subscribers. He sent his check for $5. I 
kept it for a long time. I used to make a 
point of offering to sell it for a dollar. Of 
course no one would buy it, putting it down 
as spurious if I was willing to sell it so 
cheap. People who would come to buy 
worthless securities wouldn't buy for $l a 
perfectly good check for $5 signed by John 
D. Rockefeller! 


“With a large number of people, buying 
old securities is a kind of long-shot gam- 
ble. It is like buying a ticket in a lottery. 
People will buy hundreds of millions of old 
stocks and bonds and hold them in the 
hope of seeing them turn into gold in their 
hands. Whatever they do with them, they 
never want to let them go. None of the 
stocks or bonds I sell ever come back to me, 
And on a few occasions, when I have tried 
to get them back, the holders would not 
part with them. The tales of sudden riches 
they have heard stir in them the hope that 
their heap of impressive trash may, by 
some happy chance, bloom again into 
wleath.

“Let me tell you a story. You know, 
among other uses for old securities, a good 
many people will buy them for wall paper, 
usually in a man’s den. A man with such 
a den will amuse his friends, I suppose, by 
ushering them into a room papered with 
ten or twenty or a hundred million dol- 
lars worth of bonds. Well, a doctor in 
Yonkers wanted to paper his den with 
bonds. Some one gave him my name. He 
called and bought a lot of stocks and 
bonds, for which he paid $40. 

“A little while after that I got a letter 
from the treasurer of a coal mining com- 
pany in Pennsylvania telling me that the 
company had unexpectedly come into pos- 
session of valuable property, that there 
were bonds outstanding and that he wish- 
ed to get in touch with the holders to buy 
the bonds and cancel them. He requested 
me to locate the holders. 

“I found that the bonds he wanted were 
included in the bale of old securities I had 


sold the Yonkers doctor, and I so advised 
the mining company treasurer. 
the doctor, 


He wrote 
to forward the 
The doctor replied 
that the bonds were on his wall and that 
he was sorry to report it was impossible to 
get them off without destroying them. 


“The mining company sent a representa- 
tive to the doctor's house. That gentle- 
man, with the aid of a step-ladder, wan- 
dered all over the wall locating all the 
bonds by number and canceling them with- 
out taking them down. When he_ was 
through he handed the doctor a check for 
$14,000. 


“These things do not happen every day, 
but the remote chance of them happening 
is enough to give people a new ajifection 
for their old securities. A gentleman of my 
acquaintance had 700 shares in an _ old 
company. He asked me what I would give 
for them. I looked them over and told 
him they were worth about a dollar. That 
was really about their true value at the 
time.

“Within a year a man called and said 
he would like to buy some of’ that very 
issue. I told him I knew where there were 
700 shares, but that I also knew they were 
worthless and that he was putting himself 
to a great deal of unnecessary trouble. 


“Well,” he replied, ‘vou need not con- 
cern yourself on my account, as I know 
well enough what I am doing. I am the 
treasurer of that company and I will glad- 
ly pay $40 a share for these stocks!’ 

“That was $28,000, and I promptly trans- 
mitted the information to the gentleman 
who held the shares. I have discovered 
that they are really worth $400° a share, 
and that is what he will have to pay for 
them. 

“Within a year these 700 
risen from $1 to $280,000! 

“I could tell you of other such cases, but 
they are all of the same type and illustrate 
the same point. 

“I have said people buy these old cer- 
tificates for all sorts of odd reasons. There 
seems to be no end to their uses. New 
ones are turning up constantly. Only last 
week a group of bankers were having a 
banquet. There were to be about twenty 
at the table. And the chairman of the 
committee came to me to get $20,000,000 
weith of old securities. He wanted—es part 
of the, fun of the occasion—to put $1,000.- 
000 in bonds—very worthless ones of course 
—at each man’s plate.

“Because I work so much in worthless se- 
curities I am always being asked how to 
guard against them. Well, it is very dif- 
ficult to give such advice. The wisest 
financiers are being constantly trapped it 
corporate ventures. In New York state 
there are not less than 406,000 defunct cor- 
porations. In the country as a whole there 
are at least 5,000,000. 

“There seldom is a rich man’s safe open- 
ed which doesn't reveal a batch of stock 
certificates which evidence his mistakes. 
Some vears ago I appraised the estate of 
one of the richest men in New York. He 
left many millions in gilt edged securities. 
But among his belongings I also found 
$55,000,000 of worthless securities. 

“But to get back to the rules for avoid- 
ing losses in securities. Perhaps it is futite 
to give advice. Swindlers take several bil- 
lion dollars a year from the American peo- 
ple through fraudulent security sales. Ap- 
parently nothing is easier. I don't know 
how to stop them. 

“Our imprudence comes from our hunger 
for wealth.

Five of the First Works of America’s Greatest Sculptor He 
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“Mrs. Tuffs’—a Rare Cameo 


NTANGLED in the darkness of poverty and 

unfulfilled dreams, how could he know his 

star had begun to rise high into the heavens? 
He was destined to be the greatest sculptor Amer- 
ica has produced, yet he had not been able to earn eee . =. 
enough money to buy even the plaster in which to Pecan 5 
cast his first large clay statue. Marble—that would 
make his vision permanent—was but a tantalizing “Tohn Alden’—Painted ona Pie Plate 
goal, a longing that gnawed 3% his heart. 

At the age of twenty-four Augustus Saint-Gau- 
dens was an art student in Rome, completing his 
training. As he had to make his livelihood, he had 
been working day and night for years to bring his 
hopes to harvest. But his hopes had borne no 
fruit. He was often woefully discouraged, brought 
almost to despair. Perhaps that is why his “Rem- 
iniscences” give us such scant discussion of this 
period in his life. They do not even mention his 
first commission. 

The product of that commission, Saint-Gaudens’ 
earliest known sculpture in marble, has just been 
found. In addition to this prize, there recently 
have been discovered two exquisite cameos cut by 
him and now authenticated by W. Frank Purdy— 
the only shell cameos that can be definitely attrib- 
uted to his hand—and two minor, though rare, ex- 
amples of his painting. Their romantic story here 
is told for the first time. 

Walking one day in the streets of Rome, shortly 
after New Year's, 1872, Saint-Gaudens heard his 
name spoken, and, looking up, saw :>fore him an 
American woman of middle age. As he did not re- 
member her, she recalled to him that she was Mrs. 
John G. Tuffs, and that in his ‘teens he had made 
a cameo portrait of her deceased husband back in 
New York. Saint-Gaudens probably did not re- 
member her even then, for he had been cutting 
cameos for a living ever since he was thirteen. 

But Mrs. Tuffs had liked his work well. She 
was glad to find him again. She asked if he would 
cut another portrait for her, this time for herself. 
Yes, of course, he would. He was not particularly 
overjoyed. To him it was Just another cameo job. 
He always lavished great care upon them, but they 
fetched such slight sums that they barely sufficed 
to pay the rent and buy bread. . 

Mrs. Tuffs was chaperoning abroad her youngesu 
sister, Miss Eva Rohr, a charming girl whe had 
come to Rome for singing lessons. Their father 
had amassed a fortune of $500,000—a figure so 
large in those times that he is said to have been 
rated one of the five wealthiest men of America. 
In consequence, his daughters lived in considerable 
luxury. They welcomed Saint-Gaudens to their 
house, and he told them of his hope, his passion, 
his determination to become a sculptor.

for at 1 o'clock Saint-Gaudens had to tear himself away from his precious 
“Hiawatha” and go to his bread-winning cameos. How, when the prelim- ‘ 
inary clay should be complete, he was to get the plaster in which to cast 

the statue, he had no notion. 

His reminiscences give us a hint of his worry when he writes of “the 
unhappiness I suffered from Roman fever [he was often seriously ill] and 
the incessant dunning of the restaurant man who had been confident enough 
to trust me to the extent of a thousand lire, an enormous sum.” : 

It seems incredible that none of his patrons had yet perceived the re- 
markable merit of his work or the greatness of the man’s nature. Doubtless 
they were pleased enough with the portraits he cut for them, but no one 
had put forth any effort to aid the young man’s advancement. It is an 
astonishing fact that out of the hundreds of cameos he made, only one—a 
stone cameo of Marie Stuart—has been treasured as a work from the hand 
of Saint-Gaudens. The two in shell just discovered—of Mr. and Mrs. Tuffs— 
to-day are appraised at $5,000 apiece. They have been preserved through

Saint-Gaudens had been in Rome a little more 
than a year. He had left his home in New York 
at nineteen and for three years, he tells us 
himself, had been in Paris “attending a modéling 
school in the mornings and nights, and supporting 
myself on what I earned by the cameos I cut in 
the afternoon.” 


In Rome he had met one of his Paris com- 
panions, another sculptor, named. Soares, with 
whom he shared a small, tumble-down studio 
They hung a big sheet across the studio to separate

the years merely as family heirlooms, not as examples of a master’s art. 

In the friendly relationship that sprang up between the youthful sculptor 
and the two American ladies abroad, perhaps Mrs. Tuffs went to the make- 
shift studio and saw with her own eyes how his dreams were frustrated by 
lack of funds. Perhaps she knew nothing of his straits, but with a woman's 
intuition perceived he had genius. In any event, she soon encouraged him 
by commissioning him to make a portrait bust in marble of Miss Rohr. For 
this act Mrs. Tuffs should be honored forever. 

We can only imagine the sculptor’s emotions at this first evidence of 
faith in his powers. The three who could have told us of the event now are 
all gone, and no record remains save the bust itself. 

It was the moment Saint-Gaudens had longed for, fought for, slaved for. 
Did he realize the star of his destiny had risen? 

Certainly he did not let excitement get the better of his skill. Every 
line and plane of the stone bespeaks a restraint of which few young sculp- 
tors are capable. His later work was to be more glorious, as in his statue of 
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The Sherman Statue in New York

General Sherman, now standing in the Plaza at 
Fifth Avenue and Filty-ninth Street, New York; 
more profound, as in the Shaw Memorial relief 
that faces the Massachusetts State House, atop 
Beacon Hill, Boston; more poignant, as in the 
standing Lincoln, now a national shrine in Lincoln 
Park, Chicago. “ut already the hand of Saint- 
Gaudens could express, as Roosevelt later declared, 
that “his genius had that lofty quality of insight 
which enables a man to see to the root of things.” 

The lovely bust of Miss Rohr acquires increased 
significance when we are informed that the girl 
was called back to America just as the clay medel 
was finished. Saint-Gaudens had to chisel his first 
commissioned marble portrait by entire dependence 
on the model, without any opportunity of referring 
to the original for this or that correction. 

That it is an excellent likeness is attested by 
contemporary photographs of Miss Rohr. Art 
critics will also recognize in it the influence of an- 
client Roman sculpture. Saint-Gaudens, while keep- 
ing the resemblance, interpreted the sitter as if she 
were half a girl of ancient Rome and half a young 
American Puritan. 

On the base of the marble, written above the 
signature and the date “Roma, 1872,” is an orna- 
mental inscription that reads: 

“I’m neither lady neither fair and home I can 
go without your care.” 

This quotation surely alludes to some pleasant 
occasion when one young man had encountered the 
young woman and asked to escort her home. We 
can almost hear her, with demure Victorian pro- 
priety, politely declining to put him to the bother. 
The youth must not haye thought it a bother, and, 
With masculine Victorian insistence, urged his prof- 
ler, saying something to the effect that so beau- 
tiful a lady must not wend her way alone. Where- 
upon the maiden vast herself on classic authors 
and found her guide where one might least expect 
to find it--in an epigram from “Faust.” 

Some episode or other of that sort must nave 
been the source of the curious inscription 

Several philosophers have remarked that im- 
portant matters are quickly forgotten, while case 
ual little things are usually kept bright in memovy 
across the generation: That is what has hap- 
pened with two pré pans which Saint-Gaudens 
once painted The story of the bust and the 
cameos has come down to us’ so incomplete that 
it can barely be pieced out. The story of the pie 
pans has been preserved in its entirety 

Just before the spring of 1872 Saint-Giaudens 
gave a studio party. Studio parties had not yet 
become full-dress aflairs, and the fact that Sainte 
Gaudens could not purchase refreshments was no 
deterrent whatever. For Miss Rohr went into her 
own kitchen and baked two large, deep pies for 
the party A few days later the empty pans 
were returned, their interiors painted with divert- 
ing sketches of a girl and a boy, entitled “Priscil'a

Whatever may be the faults of the 
church, it at least urges on men the truth 
that they are more than “thriving earth- 
worms.” for their destiny lies beyond this 
material order of things. 


This social factor of religion also man- 
ifests itself in acts of worship and social

\ Sunda y, March 31, 1929: 
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When Justice Triumphed 


= © ONE knows just how many per- 
sons Paul Jaworski murdered dur- 
ing his violent criminal career. 
He was rather uncertain himself 
Once when a detective, told 


him that he had killed seven, enumerating 
them to the bandit leader, Jaworski said, 
“I don't know. I might have.’ At another 
time hr asserted the total was twenty-six. 

But that was likely an exaggeration. He 
had the boastful nature of his kind. It 
tickled his vanity to be regarded as a dan- 
gerous and notorious killer—which he cer- 
tainly was, especially after his escape from 
the Alleghany county jail in Pittsburgh. 
He was typical of the modern breed of 
holdup men—daring, ruthles, egotistical. 
Jaworski gave Justice plenty of trouble ere 

: he plunged into oblivion via 1,600 volts of 
electricity. 

Born in Russia, he first became known 
to the police as a youth in the Hamtramck 
district of Detroit. He was then called 
Paul Pailas, but he soon dropped this 
name, either for protection or because his 
father had disowned him. According to 
Jaworski, his father was a very stern man, 
the sort who would not endure having his 
son disgrace the family name. Paul was 
to learn that Justice, too, is stern. 

Very little is Known about the young 
man’s ear'y career but he seems to have 
passed through the usual period of petty 
thievery and burglary before graduating 
into the Highway robbery class. He was 
an apt pupil. 

The first big job he is known to have 
taken part in was the holdup of the Christ- 
mas payroll of the Pittsburgh Coal Com- 
pany in 1922. This robbery was attributed 
to the notorious Flathead gang, which 
Jaworski had either formed or become the 
leader of. A guard, J. Ross Dennis, of 
Carnegie, was shot to death and $23,000 
stolen. Dennis was ordered to lie face 
down in the road during the looting of 
the payroll. Jaworski stepped over to the 
prostrate guard and shot him several times 
through the back. 

The robbery was a complete success. It 
was not until long afterward that Jawor- 
ski was linked with the affair. 

His first actual connection with the po- 
‘lice came early in 1924 when, under the 
name of Paul Palmer, he attempted single- 
‘handed to hold up and rob the saloon of 

| Louis Mechling in Sharpsburg, a suburb of 
| Pittsburgh. In this affair he had Mech- 
ling and all the patrons standing with their 
sister, 
hearing a commotion, stepped from the hall

ski for a month hovered between life and 
death but eventually recovered. In about 
five weeks he was removed to jail and in 
another five weeks friends had obtained 
bail for him. His bond, set at $5,000 by 
the district attorney, was furnished by a 
professional bondswoman, Cora Triplett. 
Jaworski disappeared as soon as he was 
released and bond was forfeited. 

Check one mistake for Justice. 

The police were to capture this man 
again but not until he had become a mur- 
derer several times over. Regarded at the 
time of his first arrest in Pittsburgh as 


- nothing more than a “dumb Hunky,” he 


was to become known as the leader of one 


of the most efficient gangs of highwaymen 
in the land. 


And even after that. even after he had 
become a known murderer and a prisoner, 


Again the gang had operated with com- 


plete success. The police and the coal 


company detectives looked for the robbers 
with great determination and thorough- 
ness, but the Flatheads remained uncaught. 

More holdups occurred in subsequent, 
months and then came the gang’s master 
stroke—the dynamiting of the Pittsburgh 
Terminal Coal Company's bullet-proof 
armored car containing $104,000 on March 
11, 1927. 

In this affair nine men took part. They 
had evidently planned the holdup with 
careful attention to such details as the 
movements of the car and the money it 
carried. They planted dynamite bombs 
under the unpaved Bethel road, on the way 
to Coverdale, Pa., in a lonely stretch of 
country not more than a mile from the spot 
where Gump had been killed and less than 


five miles from the scene of the Dennis

The gangsters struck again the day be- 
fore Christmas, 1925. They attacked a 
party of guards and a payroll paymaster 
at Mollenauer, a mining settlement between 
Castle Shannon and Library on the state 
highway. As the payroll party crossed the 
road, a grace of rifles threw a hail of lead 
from a curtained car at the side of the 
road.

Coverdale, Pa. 
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to seize $104, 000 payroll near 
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a section not far from where the tracks 
of the car ended so abruptly near Bent- 
leyville. This tip reached the police two 
days after the robbery, and George Mur- 
ren, under-chief of detectives, set out with 
fifteen picked men in search of the gang’s 
hideaway. 

Within an hour Paul Jaworski stood 
handcuffed on the porch of a farmhouse 
in Washington county. Hoping to prove 
his innocence, he elected not to shoot it 
out with the officers. Possibly he hoped 
to do a bit of bail-jum ing again. 

This hideaway, it became known later, 
had been established by the gang several 
years before. It was there the gang had 
concealed themselves after many of their 
robberies. In. this instance only Jaworski 
had gone there, the others electing to hur- 
ry on to Detroit until the chase died down. 
Jaworski had decided to keep away from 
Detroit fo. the very good reason that he 
had killed a Detroit policeman during a 
bank stickup only a little while before. 


The prisoner insisted that he knew noth- 
ing about the Fiathead gang and their ac- 
tivities, but several discoveries convinced 
the police that they were on the right track 
at last. One was the finding of a quantity 
of dynamite in ¢n outbuilding. Another 
suspicious circumstance was the fact that 
there were at least half a dozen partly dis- 
mantled automobiles about the farm. 


And on top of this, the detectives found 
in Jaworski’s pocket an envelope contain- 
ing $54 in bills—two $20 nies, a $10 note, 
and two $2 bills. The $2 bills were new 
and their numbers were consecutive. 

One of the detectives recalled that on the 
way out that afternoon he had stopped at 
Mollenauer to buy cigarettes. The Mol- 
lenauer mine was to have been paid off 
from the same t:uck that carried the 
bandit loot. The change given the officers 
for a $5 bill included two §$2 bills. 


The numbers on these two $2 bills in the 
possession of the detective were only a few 
numbers separated from the nuifte n 
‘the $2 bills found on Jaworski. 

But he still maintained that he had no 
connection with the affair. 

Ten days after the crime detectives took 
Jaworski back to the farm in an effort to 
get something out of h.:m. During the ques- 
tioning there, Detective Murren took two 
telegrams from his pocket. On was from 
Chief of Detectives Edward Fox, of Detroit. 
It stated that the man whose picture had 
been sent to them as Jaworski was Paul 
Toppa, wanted for killing a Detroit police- 
man. This was a genuine telegram. 

The other telegram was one that a news- 
paper man had typed for Murren.- It pro- 
fessed to be from the same office and 
stated that Joseph Weckowski, owner of 
the Washington county farm, had been ar- 
rested and would return to tell about the 
Coverdale robbery and reveal where the 
money had been hidden. 

Murren showed the genuine telegram to 
the prisoner. His hand trembled a bit and 
his face turned pale. He handed it back 


“Anything to say to that?” inquired Mur- 
ren. 

Jaworski was silent. 

“Now read this,’ said the detective. He 
handed the other the faked telegram. 

Jaworski, reading it, closed his hand 
angrily on the slip of paper and uttered an 
oath. Within a few minutes he admitted 
having taken part in the robbery. He led 
the officers to the spot where his share of 
the money, $35,000, had been buried. He 
made a complete confession, implicating 
four others and Weckowski. That night 
Weckowski was arrested in Detroit. 


The bandit leader pleaded guilty to all 
the crimes he was charged with and was 
sentenced to serve from 30 to 60 years in 
prison for the Mechling affair. He pleaded 
guilty to the three payroll robberies and 
two murders. 


But before sentence could be passed he 
escaped. 

Walking down the jail corridor, he and 
John Vasbinder encountered two guards, 
Harry Riger and John Hanlon. The guards, 
unarmed, attempted to stop them and each 
got a bullet in the shoulder. 

“We're leaving here; hand over the Keys,” 
Jaworski told Bookkeeper Beiswanger. 

Beiswanger turned over the keys. 

“Now put up your hands and keep ‘em 
up,” continued Jaworski. The bookkeeper 
obeyed. The two backed out. 

They unlocked the big steel doors lead- 
ing to the street, walked unhurriedly to a 
car nearby, climbed in and sped away. 

Again Jaworski dropped out of sight. 
For more than a vear he was not seen 
again, though. several robberies in that re- 
gion told the police that he was active. 

The following June occurred the $65,000 
holdup of the Detroit News payroll. This 
was a Jaworski job. He seemed to alter- 
nate between Pittsburgh and Detroit as the 
field of his operations. 

Then suddenly the break came. 

Jaworski was eating in a Cleveland, 
Ohio, restaurant, on the afternoon of Sep- 
tember 13, 1928. when a man _ recognized 
him. The man was John Zavworski, a 
former Pittsburgh grocery clerk, who had 
known the bandit as a youth in Butler, Pa. 
Zavworski informed the police of his dis- 
covery and officers hastened to the scene. 

The police were most keen to make this 
capture. Perhaps they were a bit too pre- 
cipitate. 

Jaworski was sitting at a table when 
several officers walked in. Without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation the murderer drew his 
gun and killed Patrolman Anthony Wil- 
czork, seriously wounded George E. Ettin- 
ger, another officer, and dropped Benjamin 
Majstrek, a bystander, with a bullet in the 
groin, 

His guns blazing, Jaworski retreated 
through a rear door, leaped over fences 
and fled down alleys to an unoccupied 
house near by. He broke into this house 
and the police surrounded the place

Three states wanted to try him and ex- 
ecute him for urder. Pennsylvania 
finally got the ignment. He was re- 
meved from Cleveland on a stretcher in a 
steel-plated car that was a veritable 
fortress and safely installed in the Alle- 
ghany county jail, awaited the door’ he 
knew now was sure to overtake him. 

Jaworski a few days later was sentenced 
to die in the electric chair for the murder 
of Isaiah Gump. He spent but five minutes 
in court, having been carrie] to the court- 
room in a chair. He had been partially 
paralyzed as a result of the wounds he suf- 
fered in the Cleveland battle. He said he 
had nothing to say. Later he said he 
wanted to die as soon as possible. 

As the time of execution neared he 
steadfastly refused to see a priest, saying, 
“I have no faith. I have preached atheism 
from a soap box. What have I now to do 
with faith? I never believed in religion 
in my life: and I don't believe in it in 
death.” 

He began his march to the electric chair 
at 7 o'clock on the morning of January 21 
of this year. He entered the death cham- 
ber without uttering a word. He calmly 
took his seat, as calmly as though he were 
sitting down to have his hair cut, and al- 
most immediately Executioner Robert El- 
liott threw the switch. 

One of his last acts had been to write 
a letter confessing that he had also killed 
John Vasbinder, the man with whom he 
had escaped from jail. He said Vasbinder 
had been a dope addict and he had quar- 
reled with him. The letter had been writ- 
ten to Assistant District Attorney Andrew 
T. Park and concluded with the words: 

“See you at 49 Hell's Fire Road, ten miles 
beyond Hell.”

<< N THE basement of the Earl Cor- 

7 roll theater building on Fiftieth 
street and Seventh avenue, there 

is a- cabaret known as the New 
Frivolity Club. From 11 in the evening 
until the hour of closing, it is a spot for 
gayety and happiness—and false laughter. 

Here, during the early morning hours, 
‘one sees handsome men and beautiful 
women. Here, when the lights are blazing, 
are girls and music and song. Here, as 
others sleep peacefully in their homes, 1s 
Broadway merriment at its gayest heights. 
Here is where we live for today—and to 
hell with tomorrow. 

But when the lights no longer blaze and 
the last patron has long since disappeared 
into the gray dawn the New Frivolity Club 
is far from a hilarious spot. Overhead, the 
traffic rumbles by. A new day has been 
born. And in the New Frivolity a lone man, 
guided by a lone light that shines dully, 
goes from table to table and sweeps up the 
litter that was left by the last of the 
laughers. 


Porter, watchman, janitor—you may call 
this man any of these. He looks to be some 
44 er 45 years of age. Actually, he is in 
his fifties. He’s rather a handsome fellow 
with curly. gray hair and eyes of stcely 
blue. He talks with a drawl, somewhat in 
the fashion of Will Rogers. 

Surely, in all the’ world, 
more lonesome job than this. Above him, 
on the street thousands of people. step 
briskly along—yet he sees none of them. 
All around him, during the long day, are 
reminders of the joy that night will bring 
—yet he never can sample that joy. 

Always that lone light burns. Set in the 
center of the floor, it is his only sunlight. 
Sometimes when mop and broom have been 
laid aside, he reads by it. Sometimes he 
dozes by it—but the light is never turned 
off. That light is his spotlight. Perhaps 
his farewell spotlight. 

The man’s name is Yeatman C. Alley. 
We are proud to Say that we have shaken 
his hand.

Alley was born in Nashville, Tenn. 
mother died when he was very young. 
father thought that the way tl 
was more important than family 
And Yeatman C. Alley was selling 
papers in Nashville at the tender 
eight. 

There were eighteen routes on this news- 
paper list, and Alley was the youngest rout- 
man of them all. 

Thoughts of the stage were far from 
Alley’s mind. . He was interested in the 
theater, of course, in the same manner as 
any other normal American kid. But as 
far as being an actor was concerned—this 
had no place in the youngster’s scheme of 
things. 

In those days in Nashville, the big event 
of the season was the arrival of a famous 
Shakespearean star for a week's engage- 
ment. These stars’ carried but a _ small 
company and most of the extras were re- 
cruited from the boys and girls of the 
town. 

Accompanied by a number of youths 
his own age, Alley applied for a job as an 
extra in a Shakespearean attraction. They 
gave him a bit to do, and he did it well. 
The next night, in another play, a slightly 
larger bit was waiting for him. At the end 
of the week, when the other boys were 
given a dollar each, his slip called for five. 

The managed took him aside. 

“Alley,” he said, “you're a good boy and 
I'd like to have you with our company. 
You say you're carrying papers now and 
studying at night. Come along with us 
and study in the greatest school in the 
world. What do you say?” 

The boy shook his head. 

“Don't think so, Mr. Martin,» was his 
response. “Think I'd better sti#k around 
here for a while. Maybe, some Aime later.” 

The two shook hands and Alley never 
saw that particular manager aj . But 
the seed had been sown. The boy lay awa

prop boy, the assistant stage manager, the 
call boy, the curtain puller—and he often 
played as many as four small roles during 
one play. For this he reccived $25 a week, 
out of which he had to pay all expenses 
with the exception of transportation. 


But he was happy. He was an actor 
10w. The schoolbooks and the newspaper 
route were nothing more than memories of 
a past 

a * * * 

The years flew by. Alley played with a 
number of stock companies, including sev- 
eral seasons with the Boyle and Curry 
players. The latter organization was one 
of the best in the south and some of its 
graduates were Harry Mestayer, Donald 
Meek and Mary Boland. 

Alley returned to Nashville and became 
interested in the business of amusement 
parks. Acting for a corporation, he opened 
one of these amusement centers_jn J¥ash- 
ville, Chattanooga and Knoxville. His par- 
ticular pride and joy, however, was Gien- 
dale park, in Nashville. 

On a certain morning in March, a wom- 
an named Mrs. Reynolds asked if she 
might see Mr. Alley. She had three chil- 
dren with her, and she wanted the the- 
atrical manager to give them a chance to 
appear on one of his bills. 

Alley watched the three children dance 
and then chose one of them—a little girl 
—to appear in an Easter scene. A huge 
Easter egg was wheeled upon the stage 
and, at the proper cue, the Reynolds child 
was to burst forth from the shell and go 
into a little toe dance. 

Mrs. Reynolds was overjoyed at the op- 
portunity. The child did as she was told 
and the Easter number was well received. 
People flocke the park that week to 
see “that cute Reynolds girl perform.” 

From the time she last appeared in 
Glendale park, Alley never saw that Rey- 
nolds child again. He's heard of her, how- 
ever—and so have you. Her name is now 
Marilyn Miller 

* * * 

Some time later, a stock company was 
formed and went to Atlanta, Ga., for a 
short season. The company was known as 
“Alley’s Associated Players” and the Geor- 
gians took the troupe to their hearts. In- 
stead of a short season, Alley’s company 
remained in Atlanta for six years. 

Alley was riding high now. 
of Atlanta, he was treated like a_ king. 
Money did not roll in with great speed, but 
there was more than sufficient fo this 
man’s needs. In his theater, he was a 
monarch. 

Like most of us, Alley asked more. Then, 
as today, the dream of every trouper was 
to land on Broadway. 

So Alley disbanded his stock company. 

Knew his theater from every angle. The 
real money was on Broadway and he was 
going there. 

In the beginning, Alley found Broadway 
a cold and heartless street. It was the 
old, old story of the agency grind day after

day and week after week. Finally, when 
things looked darkest, he landed a job 
with a new motion picture concern which 
had just been formed by @ man named 
William Fox. 

On the first picture that Fox ever turned 
out, Yeatman C. Alley was the assistant 
cameraman. The film was titled “Life’s 
Shopwindow,’ and was made on Staten 
Island with Stuart Holmes as one of the 
stars. Part of Ailey’s duties were to pro- 
vide the lunches for the players and hand 
in itemized bills to the home office. 

Fach player was allowed thirty cents for 
lunch. A sandwich, a piece of pie and a 
cup of milk or coffee was the average re- 
past. The stars were treated like all the 
others and if Alley exceeded that thirty- 
cent limit, there was the devil to pay when 
the expense accounts were turned in. 
Today, just across the street from the 
basement in which Alley works, stands the 
Roxy theater, which William Fox controls. 
It is the largest motion picture house in 
the world—and thirty cents, the price of 
the first Fox star’s lunch, will not get a 
seat in the topmost balcony. Ah, Roscoe, 
it's a funny game. 

After “Life’s Shopwindow,” Alley gradu- 
ally forged ahead in the Fox organization. 
He was art and technical adviser for “Gold 
and .the Woman” with Theda Bara, and 
for “Les Miserables,” with William Farnum 
—-to mention just two of a great many. He 
acted in the same capacity for Frank 
Lloyd and Harry Millarde, two of our best 
known directors of the present day. He 
was well on his way to the top. 

And then he fell in love 

The girl was Mary Deane, who was play- 
ing at that time with Montgomery and 
Moore in “Hanky Panky.’ She loved him, 
too. They were married. And they were 
very, very happy. 

But there was a fly in their ointment of 
content. Somehow, it seems, there always 
is. Alley’s work kept him in New York— 
and his wife's work carried her to the 
coast. 

They tried it for 
They loved each 


atime. It was no use. 
other too much to -be 
apart. Alley threw up his job and Mary 
threw up hers. And the two of them went 
into business together as producers of tab- 
loid girl acts. 

Success crowned their efforts in a minor 
way. Half a dozen of their acts had been 
routed and the profits were piling in very 
nicely. Then, too, they had each other. 
Which mean more to them than all the 
wealth of a dozen Fords or Mellons. 

In 1923 there was a baby boy. In 1925 
there was a baby girl. God had been good 
to them. Alley purchased a small home 
on the outskirts of Athol, Mass., where they 
might spend their summers. More than 
summers, too. When the winters of their 
lives rolled around, they planned to spend 
them there—together. 

Allev looked back on a life that had 
finally borne .fruit. The ragged newsboy 
of Nashville had seen life in all its phases 
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and he now had a wife, two children, & 
small bank account that was growing, and 
a home. 

Not bad . : 

About a year and three months ago, the 
blow fell. His wife became desperately ill. 
They sent ‘her to a Boston hospital. She 
suffered the tortures of hell. Cancer. Ne 
cure. They put in a hurry call for Alley 
He rushed to Boston. 

But too late. He arrived there just as 
the doctor was placing the cover over the 
woman's face. 

Alley buried his wife five miles from the 
little farm on which they had _ plannec 
spending their old age together. It was 
mid-winter and the snow was piled high 
Bareheaded. he stood at the grave and 
watched them lower the body. Tears 
coursed from his eyes as the chill wind 
blew through his thin overcoat. Two days 
later, he was down with pneumonia 

We spoke with this man last Sunday aft- 
ernoon. He seemed happy to see us. He 
introduced us to his children—proudly. 

“This is Mary Emily,” he cried, pointing 
to the little girl of four. Named after her 
mother you see. 

“And this is Lionel David. Lionel for 
Lionel Barrymore and David for David 
Warfield. And if he’s half the actor that 
either one of them is, I'll be a very happy 
father.” 

Except for the four of us, the cabare* 
was empty. Only that cone light shone 
forth. We spoke to him about his story. 
He placed a warning finger on his lips 
and sent the children out into the foyer. 

“Don't want them to hear anything,’ he 
cautioned after they had _ disappearei, 
“They don’t know their mother’s dead yet, 
I ain't never had the heart to tell em. I 
just say she’s sick and that she’ll com: 
back some day. 

“Can you use my story? Why not? I'm 
not ashamed of what I’m doing. After a‘l, 
it’s just the breaks in life. I get $30 f 
week, and that’s bread and butter anil 
clothes for my babies. 

“They’re all I have left in the world right 
now. After she died. my sickness and her 
burial took every cent I had in the world, 
including our home in the country. I took 
this job eight months ago and I’m keeping 
it as long as I can—for them. 

“That’s all there is to it. 
much of a story, is it?” 

No? Yeatman C. Alley works from 5 in 
the morning to 5 in the afternoon. Some- 
times he takes the children with him to the 
Club. Other times he leaves them at Nome 
With a girl who is paid $5 a week out. of 
his meager income. 

He washes these children of his. 
times a day, he 
home at noon to prepare their lunch. He 
washes their clothes irons them. 
At night, the three of them have supper 
together. Shortly after, he tenderly places 
them in their beds. After they are asleep; 
he goes to bed. lis day as a watchman

He's cut out tobacco now. Doesn't use it 
because the cost runs a little too high. 

“It’s kinda hard to git along on $30,” he 
explains laughingly. “You see, I'm payin’ 
$5 a week insurance on my life. That kinda 
hurts a little. But after all, if I pop off, 
the kids are gonna be all right. I kin close 
my eyes in peace. I wouldn't let that in- 
surance lapse for all the tobacco in the 
world” 


We left Yeatman C. Alley. In the foyer 
of the club, we stopped to chat with the 
children for a while. Beautiful kids, they 
were—both of them with blue eves like 
their father’s. 

As we ascended the stairs, we looked 
back. A few feet from that lonesome light, 
Alley was dozing. His face wore a peace- 
ful smile. As we looked, we gulped twice 
and cursed ourself for a sentimentalist. 

For the light threw a strange shadow 
on the man’s head. It was only the rim of 
the lamp, of course, but we could have 
sworn it looked like a halo...
